‘The receipt of this letter produced some- 
thingof a sensation about the agency and 
among the people who heard it. It was plain 
and part confirmation of the reports of scouts 
and friendly Indians that the ghost-dancers 
were ready and willing to fight. Special- 
Agent Cooper when asked for his view of the 


situation said : 

think this thing will be brought to a 
focus soon. These ghost-dancers and disaf- 
_ fected Indians mean to fight. If their leaders 
can hold them and they do not ‘weaken there 
will be a fight sure. The situation may 
change in a day or two, but it is 
serious now. I am particularly anxious about 
the fate of the settlers to the north and west 
of the reservation, for they are the ones who 
suffer in case of trouble.

They are from all the various 
districts on the reservation and undoubtedly 
there are some ghost dancers among them.

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By moving to the north of the Pine Ridge 
the Indians could be quietly joined by both 
the Rosebud braves and the Sioux under Sit- 
ting Bull. Once united the whole party would 
have nothing to prevent them from bolting 
into the Bad Lands or starting off toward 
the Big Horn Mountains, where they could 
run off and kill enough cattle in two days to 
last them all winter. 

The agency authorities admit that all this 
means loss of both life and property to the 
settlers north of the reservation. The wea.her 


and cool enough at night to join ice in the 
creeks, and hence the season offers no obstacle 
to Indians going on the warpath. The cattle 
that can be stolen will supply the warriors 
with provisions and they are well armed and 
loaded with amunition. To use the words of 
one of the best-posted whites here, They 
have carloads of cartridges, while the towns 
along the line of the railroad in Nebraska 
have been constantly selling them fixed ammu- 
nition and are doing so still. 

The stories told by the Indian police and 
scouts are fully confirmed by the reports re- 
ceived by Mr. Cook, the Episcopalian clergy- 
man who has charge of all the missions upon 
the reservation. The men in charge of the 
sub-mission reported yesterday that they were 
sure the Indians were going on the warpath. 
The camps of the troops at the agency and the 
surrounding country are constantly patroled 
by scouts from the camps of the ghost- 
dancers. Some of them in full war paint were 
seen yesterday by the Indian police, and 
herders and half-breeds are coming in with 
stories of their movements. 

Jules Coffey started from the agency yester- 
day afternoon to drive in some beef cattle 
from a ranch about ten miles out and met 
three of these braves in war paint. The white 
man was not molested, but the Indians boast- 
fully told him to tell the soldiers to come on. 
The ghost-dancers declared they were ready 
to fight and did not fear the soldiers. 

The Cheyennes are Fierce Fighters. 

The Cheyennes can muster about 200 fight- 
ing men and are said to be the worst fighters 
and best horsemen on the reservation. They 
came riding over to the White Clay Camp late 
yesterday and darted into the middle of the 
dancers there, yelling and shouting. It was 
only a sham charge and was meant only asa 
bit of bravado. Once inside the camp every- 
body shook hands and the dance was renewed. 
Since the dancing among the Cheyennes on 
the Tongue River has stopped the Indians 
have been comparatively quiet, though craze 
has undoubtedly broken out afresh among the 
Cheyennes. 

Considering the latter there are nearly 7,000 
Indians of all ages and sexes on 
this reservation. Of that number prob- 
ably one-third are well disposed. Ac- 
cording to the best estimate obtainable 
this would give the ghost-dancers about 
1,600 or 1,800 fighting men. To oppose this 
number there are about 450 soldiers all told. 
It can readily be seen that the number is 
wholly inadequate to take the field against the 
combined forces of Indians, although the 
troops would have no trouble in protecting 
the agency and all the people and property 
that can be concentrated here. People who 
live within a radius of twenty or thirty miles 
are coming into the agency as fast as their 
teams can bring them. In many instances 
the women and children have come in and the 
men have staid at home to watch the cattle 
and horses. Settlers to the north and west of 
the reservation are still moving down to- 
ward Chadron and Rushville, in many in- 
stances leaving everything behind them except 
what they could hide or bring with them. 

The order sent out Wednesday for 
all the well-disposed Indians to come 
into 
take effect. A few of them put up their 
tepees at various points around the agency 
last evening and more are coming in this 
morning. It is the intention to camp these 
Indians together just east of the agency 
buildings along the line of Wolf Creek, which 
is the water supply of the district. They will 
be thus in reach of the Soldiers and agents and 
can be held under control without great diffi- 
culty. Of course no official information as to 
the intentions of the authorities can be given, 
but the indications are that more troops will 
soon be here. The plan will probably be to 
get as many of the Indians into camp here as 
possible. All the well-disposed ones ought to 
be in by Sunday night. 

Ghost-Dancers to Be Starved Out. 

Monday is the dayzthe Indians draw their 
rations of flour and other supplies issued by 
by Government. Wednesday the Indians get 
their beef. When the time comes to distribute 
these supplies the ghost dancers will be left 
out in the cold unless they obey the orders of 
the agent and move into the camp east of the 
agency. No rations of any kind will be issued 
to the disaffected, and the effect of hunger 
will be tried upon them. Of course this is all 
under the supposition that the ghost dancers 
do not unite their forces somewhere to the 
north on White River, swoop down upon the 
Government cattle, and start forthe Black 
Hills on the Big Horn Mountains. 

When reinforcements arrive for the troops, 
if the dancing still continues, an effort to stop 
it by force will probably be made. It may be 
done by the soldiers marching against the 
camps on the reservation and compelling the 
Indians to come into the agency. The wise 
heads declare that there are not men enough 
here at present to take the field against the 
ghost dancers and compel them to do any- 
thing. All connected with the agency place 
considerable reliance in the help that may 
come from the friendly Indians, and that this 
hope may be realized is not all improbable. 
There are many Indians on the reservation 
who have taken no part in the ghost dance and 
there are m any petty feuds among them, which 
have had a demoralizine effect. The idea 
of reinforcing the Indian police by 
arming a number of the employés of 
the agency and the traders, as well as the bet- 
ter class of the peaceable Indians, will also be 
carried out. Scouts and Indian police are be 
ing sent out to the north, and the next two 
days will be anxious ones for the soldiers and 
agency people. 

Gen. Brooke, Agent Royer, and Special 
Agent Cooper are in almost constant consul- 
tation at headquarters. Two linemen came 
up from Rushville with an operator this morn- 
ing. They changed the telephone line into 
one tor telegraphic purposes for the use of the 
Government officials, as the telephone was too 
slow and unreliable. The troops have begome 
pretty well settled in the camp, and for the 
first time today were out on the prairie back 
of the camp drilling. 

- Atynoon the peaceful Indians were slowly 
commg m. In looking them over, however, it 
was found, the agency people said, there were 
many more squaws and children among them 
than able-bodied men. A few of the ghost 
dan cers were about the tepees yesterday, but 
they went out last night. Many of the disaf- 
fected ones may send in their women and chil- 
dren, but are stopping mn the dancing camps 
themselves.

and this time Harvard is on top by a score of 
12 to 6. A big crowd filled the three stands. 
Special trains brought the New York and New 
— people and Harvard’s supporters from 


The game was won in the last twenty min- 
utes. There seemed to be less strategy than 
in last year’s game by both teams. Cumnock 
and Rhodes were in it to make the teams play 
the greatest game ever put up, and the twenty- 
two men under them nobly did their work. 
The Cambridge runners get the glory of the 
game. The Yale rushers could not get by 
Harvard’s ends, and Cumnock was in every 
scrimmage. It is seldom a lucky thing for a 
team to lose a  half-back considered 
fit to start, but the Harvards gained 
by the changing of Lake for Lee. 
Each team played une-half with astiff breeze 
against them, and each team resorted to punts 
for a defense. Trafford held the best of such 
work in every instance. Yale nearly scored 
in the first twenty minutes, but was forced 
back to its own territory time after time, and 
as a last resort a place kick for goal was tried 
from the forty-yard line but it fell short. 

Harvard had the advantage of the wind in 
the second half but it did not profit much, as 
the Yale backs punted better. Lake made a 
rush for twenty-five yards, but was obliged to 
give way to Lee. The fresh player was called 
on to do nis best and he responded finely. 

Commencing the Battle. 

Yale won the toss and lined up on the north 

end of the fiela for the kick-off. The first 


noteworthy play was a long run by R. Mor-' 


rison. R. Trafford made a number of punts 
and Yale men used the wedge and fell on the 
ball in good order. The ball was first at 
Harvard’s five-yard line, then in Yale’s 
territory and back again, keep- 
ing the interest at fever heat. 
A punt by Trafford at the 
of twenty-five minutes covered half the dis- 
tance from the center to the Yale line, and the 
crimson was so close upon the full back (B. 
Morrison) that he could only punt desperately, 
and the ball sailed out of bounds. A Cam- 
bridge man dropped upon it and when it was 
taken out Corbett, aided by good blocking 
and interfering, got around the end and gained 
ten yards, while the Harvard grand stand 


shrieked. B. Morrison punted and the blue. 


stockings fell on the ball. There was a hard 
fight at the Crimson’s twenty-tive-yard line, 
but Harvard at last got the ball and punted it 
far down the field. 

McClung now got around the end for fifteen 
yards clear gain, but the referee said “ Foul 


Some general punting followed. Trafford 
punted again, and Williams, who tried for a 
fair cavch, was foully tackled and downed 
forty yards from the Harvard line. B. Mor- 
rison was allowed to try a piace kick from the 
field, but it fell short and time was called. The 
ten minutes mtermission was a lively time, 
for neither side’s courage had been dashed, as 
the score stood Oto0, and the singing and 
cheering went on without abatement. 

The Second Half. 

The second half began at 3:50. Williams 
was replaced by Bliss. McClung and Trafford 
exchanged punts, and then the Harvard men 

forced the fight down into Yale’s territory. 
Bliss, the new man, did some good rushing. 
Findlay made a brilliant run and touched the 
ball down fer Harvard, but it was disallowed 
on afoul. A struggle that was fierce but not 
decisive ended in an injury to Lake, who 
found himself at the bottom of the scrimmage. 
Lee was put in his place, and there was an- 
other criss-cross resultless struggle. 

The ball was down near the Yale goal, 
where the first great play occurred. The ball 
belonged o Harvard and it was passed to 
Lee, the new half-back, who ran like.a deer 
for forty yards and scored the first touchdown 
of the game, from which Trafford kicked a 
goal. It was now 4:21 p. m., and the score 
was 6 to 0 in favor of Harvard. It was a long 
time before the exuberant young men 
from Cambridge could be calmed. The 
agony was soon to be repeated, for at 
4:26 Dean leaped over Lewis’ right shoulder 
and fell upon Barbour as he was passing back 
the ball. Dean regained his feet, caught it on 
the rebound—a thing that is not likely to 
happen once in a thousand times—and cov- 
ered the twenty-five yards to the Yale line, 
closely pursued by Hartwell, who gained, 
but just failed to reach him. Trafford 
kicked another goal, and the score 
stood 12 to 0. Then the Yale team 
seemed inspired with a frenzy. It madly 
forced the crimson back to its 25-yard line, 
but no further, do what it might. The play 
was fast and furious, but the gathering dark- 
ness prevented most of the fine points being 
appreciated. At last the Yale men, by a series 
of mad rushes and resistless wedges, reach the 
Harvard line and McClung was carried over 
with the ball, scoring Yale’s first and only 
touch-down, from which B. Morrison kicked 
a goal, making the score 12 to 6. Still 
the Yale men fought as for life, and there were 
fifteen minutes of agony. But the crimson 
stood steady, and when the blue came too near 
a long punt by B. Trafford sent a groan 
through the Yale benches. The moon shone 
brightly, but little could be made out, save 
that Harvard, though all the time on the de- 
fensive, was not to be demoralized or routed. 
The end came at exactly 5 o’clock. 

Cheers for the Vietors. 

The Yale and Harvard cheers were kept up 
without cessation from the start to finish, and 
the enthusiasm when Harvard scored its first 
touch down was something unheard of. The 
Cambridge men hugged each other indiscrim- 
inately, and men and women jumped up and 
down upon the seats till the safety of the tem- 
porary grand-stand was imperiled. Even the 
125 policemen were embraced and their helmets 
smashed in the delirium of the moment, and 
the whole performance was repeated when the 
second touch down came, for their victory was 
clinched. The Yale touch down brought 
cheers, but nothing like this. The Harvard 
boys marched through the streets rejoicing. 
The referee and umpire were Messrs. George 
and Irivine of Princeton.

Julio Faudoa, Arrested for Smuggling, Is a 
Wealthy Business-Man. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 22.—[Special.]—Julio 
Faudoa, who was arrested yesterday at Paso 
del Norte for trying to smuggle silks into 
Mexico through the medium of a trunk with a 
false bottom is well known here. He lived 
here for several years, and his wife was born 
and brought up here. He was prominent in 
commercial circles, and being a man of 
wealth and position was generally respected. 
His wife was Miss Brittingham, whose brother, 
John Brittingham, is asoap manufacturer of 
Chihuahua. Faudoa is worth at least a mill- 
ion. He is a director in the Mexican Life 
Insurance company, a bank director, the 
owner of several profitable mines, part owner 
in a hotel, part owner in the street-car line of 
Chihuahua, and part owner in the Brittingham 
& Therese soap factory. These are only a few 
of the enterprises he is engaged in. His at- 
tempt to smuggle silk into Chihuahua was 
not, therefore, because the duty was more 
than he could pay, and his friends here cannot 
understand why a man of his prominence 
should have run the risk of exposure and dis- 
grace just to save a trifling sum. It is prob- 
able that he was opposed to paying the tariff 
on principle.

A long time ago, when the wrestle for the 
World’s Fair was at its most exciting stage 
before Chicago was the victor, somebody sug- 
gested, in case Chieago won, the building of 
a steel viaduct from a given point on the 
North Side to a given point on the South Side. 
It was to stand as a World’s Fair memorial. 
It was to be the connecting link between the 
boulevard systems of the two divisions named. 

It was a dizzy scheme, for it meant a high- 
way in midair, especially at the central point,

„Tou ask me what it will cost and when 
it can be completed. If the two divisions, 
North and South, will vote bonds to the amount 
of one and one-half million dollars for this 
purpose they and the City of Chicago can have 
one of the grandest underground driveways 
in the world for all time.

which would have to be so high that the tallest 
mast could pass under. To get that altitude 
the project must have approaches beginning 
at distant points north and south, so that the 
distance to be traveled would be in the nature 
of a journey. 

The scheme, project,or whatever was its 
proper name was abandoned, as close inspec 
tion showed that it was not practical. 

For some time there have been those who 
have advocated a union of the park systems of 
the North and South divisions. Tus Trrsunz 
is not in possession of all the projects that 
have been suggested to the end referred to. 
One from many has asked for consideration, 
because it isthe only one which has been 


given any definite shape. Some work has ac- 
tually been done on the plan of which Tun 
TRIBUNE gives a representation. 

It is a tunnel. Not the sort of tunnel 
through which the cables of Mr. Yerkes keep 
up their uncertain course, but a tunnel the 
like of which is not in this country. 

Surveys have been made of the most prac- 
tical route. Borings have been taken at thirty 
different points. Nearly seven months ago 
men were seen casting about in a mysterious 
manner in the river in the vicinity of Rush 
street bridge, and about the drawbridge of 
the Illinois Central railroad. After the day’s 
work was done an engineer took his notes to 
his office and labored into the night. 

A coterie of North and South Siders was 
waiting for the result and talking in parlor 
corners about an affair which would wed the 
two boulevard systems and make a grand 
iluminated drive way and foot passage, 
through which the pleasure-seekers and sight- 
seers might come and go, protected from the 
elements and safe from the crash, crush, jam, 
and blockades incident to the down-town 
crossings of the city. 

To Call It Columbian Tunnel. 

The engineer completed his work. He 
looked up from it with a smile of satisfaction. 
He said the project was feasible, and the few 
people who had been waiting for this announce- 
ment said without any further ado, “ We'll 
build it. We'll begin at once and bore a hole 
between the two divisions through which the 
incandescent light will flash.“ Let us,“ 
said one enthusiast, call it Columbian Tun- 
nel and proceed with the work.”’ 

The others joined in the suggestion and the 
“hole in the ground — that is to be, may be— 
was christened. 

The first person to suggest this project, and 
the one who has taken a stand by it, deter- 
mined to camp by it if necessary, is a North 
side woman, Mrs. Horatio May, whose 
husband is a Lincoln Park Commissioner. 
The engineer who has taken the surveys and 
made the plans is Mr. Victor Falkenan, who 
has done some engineering of note in his day. 

“What is it about this projected tunnel 
between the two divisions,“ he was asked by a 
representative of Tun Trisuns. 

' tell you,” he began. “I confess to 
you I have more than an engineer’s interest in 
it. I am somewhat of an enthusiast about it. 
Here are my drawings. And he exhibited a 
blue print from which Taz Tun has 
executed the accompanying cut.

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shall be consumed.”’ 

The home of Mr. Horatio N. May, a Lincoln 
Park Commissioner, is at No. 77 Maple street. 
His wife is the projector ot the Columbian 
Tunnel. Like most women who have worked 
out problems Mrs. May is an enthusiast over 
the plan to wed the two boulevards, and the 
more so since it has had the consideration of 
such citizens as Potter Palmer, Ferdinand 
Peck, and certain of the Park Commissioners 
ot the two divisions. 

“My husband,” said Mrs. May, has a 
habit when the night is stormy and Lake 
Michigan wildest of taking me in the carriage 
over to the sea wall along the Lake Shore 
drive. He has an abiding faith in the ca- 
pacity of that wall, but still he wants to see it 
when the waves are breaking over it. It was 
while we were out on one of these night in- 
spections that the thought first came to me 
about uniting the two boulevard systems by 
tunnel. The project widened and developed 
and impressed itself upon my mind as a 
necessity numberless times when my coach- 
man became entangled in the jam and crush 
south of Rush street bridge on Michigan ave- 
nue between the hours of 10 a. m. and noon. 
Business-men who go to their places of busi- 
ness in the morning at 9 o’clock and come 
home between 5 and 6 p. m. have no idea of 
the terror and the time consumed between 
Rush street bridge and Randolph street every 
morning about 11 o’clock. 

The intercourse between the two sections, 
North and South, is becommg more frequent 
and will continue to grow as the two boule- 
vard systems approach completion. 


Mrs. May Doesn't Favor a Viaduct, 


“There must be some connection sooner or 
later between the two which will be uninter- 
rupted in its character. The viaduct system 
is out of the way, I think. Think of driving 
over a viaduct high enough to permit a vessel 
mast to pass beneath it on bleak winter 
nights such as we have in Chicago! 

“This tunnel would be such an artistic 
work. The approaches would be monuments, 
or could be made such. You could have Co- 
lumbus at one approach and Washington at 
the other. You could surround them with 
any figures which ingenuity might suggest. 
These would not be essential now, but could 
be added at any time.

-excavatings~ 
could be disposed of for fillings on the Lake- 


Front, or on Ohio street, where fillmgs must 
be had and they must be purchased. This 
would create a revenue which would assist 
materially in the work. 

“There would be no wall between the 
driveway and the foot passage. Instead we 
propose to have an ornamental iron partition, 
so that one passageway would be in view of the 
other. That is quite an idea when you come 
to think of it. It has the cheerful in it for 
foot passengers. 

An electric fan would keep the tunnel free 
from unpleasant or foul air. We would close 
the tunnel at night by gates and biow the 
dead air out by fans at once in every 
twenty-four hours, 

“This tunne., as you see, will cross the 
river at a point between Rush street bridge 
and the Illinois Central bridge, and I am as. 
sured that the route can be so diverted, if 
necessary, to obviate anything like condem- 
nation suits—and that is quite a considera-

“This tunnel will cost about $1,000,000,” 
said Mrs. May, with a cool, ing man- 
ner worthy of a financier. 

“The Legislature meets, you know, this 
winter. We propose to ask the Legislature to 
authorize the Park Commissioners of the two 
divisions, North and South, to submit a prop- 
osition to the voters of the two divisions to is- 
sue bonds to the amount of $1,000,000. Of 
course, this would be divided proportionately. 
If the bonds were floated at 4 per cent the an- 
nual charge on the people of each division on 
account of the boulevard tunnel would be 
only $20,000. Then the Park Commissioners 
could maintain the tunnel, ventilate and light 
it as part of the boulevard system. Each 
park board would construct and maintain its 
side of the tunnel as far as the middle of the 
river. 

“Then the question of taxation would fol- 
low. I am told by gentlemen whose names I 
do not care to give that the rate be 60 
low that there could be no objection to the 
project on that score. 

‘But as soon as the Legislature meets and 
organizes and gets under headway the Co- 
lumbian tunnel project will be presented, and 
from what I know now I think I can say that 
there will be no strenuous objection to it from 
any quarter.

The 
assets of the company were understood to be 
good, and the sole cause of the suspension, ap- 
parently, was an inability to get enough ready 
cash to carry on an extensive manufacturing 
business and meet the heavy pay-rolls of a 
large force of men. In view of this under- 
standing of the matter, the suspension had no 
bad effect on the stock market, which was a

THE LOCAL BOARD CLAIMS THE RIGHT 
TO RUN THE FAIR,

It Denies the Authority of the National 
Commission to Expend the $10,000,000 
Fund, and Issues a Pronunciamento 
Detining Its Own Powers—A Conference 
Tomorrow to Settle the Points in Dis- 
pute—The Bids for Piling and Filling 
Not Taken Up. 


The Board of Directors of the World’s Fair 
has prepared a pronunciamento in answer to 
that issued by the National Commission re- 
garding the powers and duties of the two 
bodies. The two special committees will meet 
in the Pullman Building Monday morning and 
try to reconcile the two opinions. 


voted all of yesterday afternoon to consider- 
ation of the interpretation of the act of Con- 
gress as settled by the commission. Lyman 
Trumbull, W. C. Goudy, and J. P. Wilson 
were called into the conference. The special 
committee finally evolved a document differ- 
ing materially from that prepared by the com- 
mission. The same was adopted unanimously 
by the Board of Directors at its evening ses- 
sion. 

This makes the issue for the two committees 
to settle. Both bodies have defined their posi- 
tion by unanimous vote and the issue is clearly 
drawn. If both give in a little the matter 
may be quickly settled; if one be obstinate, 
the other will be so also. One point made by 
the directors isa new one. It is that, while the 
commission has charge of intercourse with ex- 
bibiters, no one can be called an exhibiter 
until he has applied for space, and that con- 
sequently the local board has the right to es- 
tablish foreign bureaus and arrange for secur- 
ing exhibiters.

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 22.—The War De- 
partment has authorized the number of Indian 
scouts in the Division of Dakotato be in- 
creased by 500 men. They will be selected 
from among the Indian police and other dis- 
ciplined Indians in the division. The law lim- 
its the number of Indian scouts to 1,000, and 
the tesult of this order will be to place most of 
them at the seat of threatened trouble. Mai. 
Gen. Schofield this afternoon said that every 
hour that passed without an outbreak bright- 
ened the prospects of a peaceful settlement of 
the pending disturbance.

NEW ORLEANS COTTON STATEMENT. 


The Movement by Overland Routes for the 
Week the Largest on Record, 

New Onrrezans, La., Nov. 22,—Secretary 
Hester’s weekly New Orleans cotton state- 
ment, issued today, shows a decrease in the 
amount of the crop brought into sight com- 
pared with last week of 24,816 bales, but an 
incaease over this week last year of 20,265. 
The movement by overland routes, 
both gross and net, for the week is 
the largest on record. The gross shipments 
across the Ohio, the Mississippi, and Potomac 
Rivers amount to 88,690 bales, against 65,778 
for the same time last year, of which 67,400 
were direct to Northern and Eastern mills, 
against 45,623, an increase in the net of 21,777. 
Spinners’ takings, while behind those of last 
week, continue heavy, the total for the North 
ani East amounting to 97,264 bales, an in- 
crease over the corresponding seven days of 
last year of 24,911. : ; 

The statement also records a large foreign 
export movement aggregating for the week 
265,141, or, say, 55,871 over last week, and 
17,575 over the heavy exports of this week last 
year. These movements have about equaled 
the quantity brought into sight, so that stocks 
at ports and twenty-nine leading Southern in- 
terior markets show an increase for the week 
of only 212, against an increase for the same 
period last year of 22,443. 

The amount of the crop brought into sight 
during the week ending last night was 378,198, 
against 357,943 for the corresponding seven 
days of last year, making a thus far for 
the season to date of 3,768,811, ainst 3,421,- 
697, an increase over last year of 347, 114. The 
movement since Sept. 1 shows: 

Receipts at all United States — 2,924,821, 
against 2,752,476 last year: overland across the 
Mississippi, Ohio, and Potomac Rivers to 
Northern mills Canada, 353,101, 
against 281,351; interior stocks in excess o 
those held at the close of the last commercial 
year, 344,228, against 240,454; Southern mull 
takings, 146,661, against 147,416.

Their Service at the Ursuline Convent in 
New Orleans, La. 

New Orzzans, La., Nov. 22.—[Special.]— 
The last week has witnessed the death of the 
two oldest and most distinguished sisters of 
the Ursuline Convent in this city, a famous 
educational institution. Sister St. Michel (in 
the world Miss Bridget Jourdan) was born in 
St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 22, 1809.

Washington Posi: A meeting of the Board 
of Management of the Sons of the American 
Revolution was held at the office of Gen.

MORE CHARGES AGAINST MAJ.BARTTELOT 


A Story to the Effect That He Killed His 
Servant in Hindoostan, 

New York, Nov. 22.—/[Special.|—It is now 
charged that Maj. Bartielot was a cowardly 
murderer in Hindoostan and that his record 
asan officer of the Irish Fusiliers adds an- 
other stigma to his name. A thrilling story is 
told by an ex-Irish soldier, W. Tippen, who 
lives in Brooklyn and is employed by Butler 
Bros. of Nos. 380 and 382 Broadway, this 
city. He is an educated. man gnd his dis- 
charge papers show that he bore a high char- 
acter in his regiment. He has been decorated 
with the Egyptian war medal, 

„The first time that I met Maj. Barttelot 
was in India,” said Mr. Tippen. I was with 
my regiment in a garrison town called Doo- 
lalley. Maj. Barttelot’s new regiment, the 
Irish Fusiliers, was stationed in the same 
town. I naturally saw much of the officers of 
the Irish Regiment, and I particularly re- 
member him. He was the more likely to 
attract attention because he was so young to 
be a Major. Maj. Barttelot was universally 
detested by all the privates and non-commis- 
sioned officers in the regiment. Of course I 
was not ina position to hear what the com- 
missioned officers had to say about him 
but the men hated him bitterly. 
He was a thorough martinet, and there were 
more court-martials and punishments in his 
company than in all the rest of the regiment 
put together. He was severe in his punish- 
ments. Like all the officers in India, 


Maj. Barttelot employed a number of nat- 


ive servants. He had horses and several na- 
tives to take care of them and to wait on him. 
It was common talk among the men that he 
was cruel and harsh to servants. One 
day Maj. Barttelot and several of the officers 
of his regiment went ＋ 2 in the 
Jungle. The Major took one of his native 
servants with him to carry his rifle and make 
himself useful. One of the servant's duties 
was to load the Major’s rifle. He did not do 
this to the Major’s satisfaction, however, and 
twice the Major spoke harshly to him, cen- 
sured him. The third time the cartridge hung 
fire, and then, without a word of warning, 
Ma).

STANLEY SAYS IT IS PRACTICABLE. | 


The Explorer’s Views on Negro Deporia- 
tion to South _Africa, 

New York World: H M. Stanley was 
interviewed during hig’ last visit to this city 
upon Senator Butler’s pla of immigration of 
the American negro into the Congo Free 
State, the opportunities which are there for 
him, and the development of that country. 
The advantages, said he, which would be 
made to accrue are many. There is any 
amount of land to be had for the asking; the 
laws are favorable and calculated to promote 
happiness and content. The climate is natural, 
and for the negroes comparatively healthy. 
The soil is fertile and virgin and the country 
new, so that the slightest cultivation cannot 
fail to be followed by the most gratifying re- 
sults. Value at the same time must be given 
to the fact that they would become residents 
of their native land. Whites—that is the Cau- 
cassian race—cannot-colonize the Congo Free 
State. A white man while living in the Congo 
Valley three years would — ten years of 


vitality and white women could not retain 


health. The result of this would be children 
of puny frames and inferior intelligence and 
have the effect of forever keeping the Congo 
Free State in a condition of inconsequence 
among the nations of the world. With ne- 
groes forming the majority of its citizenship, 
it would with proper encouragement make re- 
markable development and in time become a 
great nation. 1 
If the civilized blacks who went into that 
country were developed morally, it is safe to 
say that their ‘contact with the savages’ 
would be happy. If,on the contrary, they 
were of degraded character, it would follow 
that they weuld deteriorate, practice polyg- 
amy, etc. Novery great obstacles would pre- 
sent themselves. Sheep, goats, and cattle are 
of prolific growth, and the rivers teem with 
fish, and to be successful it would only need 
that the colonists should make that kind of 
expression of industry which deserves success. 
‘The immigrant should remember, though, 
that he is going to a land where desirable re- 
sults are to be secured only after toil, and 
that while nature is lavish in her gifts, yet 
bread would have to be earned literally with 
the sweat of the brow. At present the Co 
Free State’s Government is entirely in the 
hands of the whites, but, in my opinion, I

German _ citizens 
of Chicago issued a call to their 
fellow citizens to assemble at the body of him 
whom they had loved. A number of men 
came together. It was enough for a double 
quartet, and there over the body of Abraham 
Lincoln they sang the best of their German 
songs. Yet it was not felt to be German so 
much as Germanic. The great sorrow swept 
away the distinction between Anglo-Saxon 
and German and they felt only the common 
affliction and their common Germanic origin. 

Origin of the Mannerchor. 

Out of the double quartet that offered to the 
great dead the best product of the German 
mind, the German song, grew up the Ger- 
mania Männerchor. Since 1865 it passed 


through many vicissitudes, dangers, internal 
dissensions, and assaults from without. 


But 
it subdued them all, and upon the twenty-fifth 
anniversary. of its birth it stood with- 
in a building that is surpassed by 
club-house in elegance and artis- 


tie finish, and it counted among its 


members 500 of the best of Germanic descent. 
Not of German blood only, for there are 


many of Anglo-Saxon descent members of the 


society, but nearly all of a descent that stamps 
them as members of the leading nation of 


Teutonic origin. 
Such was the spirit that pervaded the party 


of 600 men and women that gathered in the 


beautiful ball and dining-room of the Ger- 
mania Club-House. In such a spirit Colum- 
bia and Germania clasped hands. The black

P. Grzybowski was the author, reviewed her 
history since leaving the country of Hermann. 
She told how she accompanied the Germans 
across the ocean, ente their families in the 
new land, organized them into societies, and 
communicated her art to the blood relations 
of Anglo-Saxon descent. The Germans, said 
the muse, gave to America its song; they gave 
it the purity of Teutonic love and truth. 

The active singers of the society showed 
what their muse taught them in several 
songs which rang through the hall and added 
their inspiration to the fire of the exhilarati 
beverages of which, according to an old co 
lege song, the Germans always drink one glass 
more. 

The Germania’s Silver Wedding. 

Then Harry Rubens, the President of the 
society, rapped on his glass for silence and 
greeted the guests. It was the silver weddi 
of the Germania with the Germans of Chi- 
cago, he said. She had taken the vow twenty- 
five years ago to be true to German art and 
customs, and the vow had been kept, as the 
audience was evidence. He referred to the 
trials the society had passed through and 
pointed to the proud position which it occu- 
pied at present.among the German-American 
societies of the country. 

„My ‘congratulations are extended.” he 
said, not only to this Germania as a society, 
but to the Germania that has acquired a home 
in this country and the world, the world-con- 
quering German thought. it has been our 
privilege to see the people from which we 
sprung ascend a position of power and respect, 
not only on the field of battle but in the arts, 
music, and the sciences. history of Ger- 
manic civilization forms the most important 
volume in the history of modern civilization. 

„With all our love for the old fatherland 
and appreciation of its greatness we are ani- 
mated by the most sincere and powerful 
affection for our adopted home to which we 
have sworn allegiance, and to which we have 
been true sons and will remain so to last 
breath of life. We ask only that they shall 
respect our cherished customs and not refuse 
recognition to our intellectual and emotional 
life. We were recently compelled to enforce 
this recognition, and to maintain it shall be 
our endeavor forever.“

Wasutneton, D. C., Nov. 22.—Commodore 
Ramsey, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
in his annual report to the Secretary of 
the Navy recommends that vacancies in 
the lower ary of the y corps 
shall be lied by graduates of 
the Naval Academy.

He says some changes in 
the numbers of officers allowed to 
would be beneficial. It is recommen that 
the following changes be made: 

The number of Rear Admirals to be in- 
creased from six to ten. The number of 
Lieutenants (junior grade) to be increased 
from 75 to 150. The number of Ensigns to be 
reduced from 181 to 106. The number of 
Chief Engineers, with ae 1 rank of Lieu-

seventy-five to have the relative rank of Lieu- 
tenant and forty-five to have the relative rank 
of Lieutenant (junior grade). The number 
of Assistant ineers, with relative rank of 
Ensign, to be reduced from forty to thirty. 

Attention is invited to the inequalities exist- 

ing in the pay of officers, and it is said that 

cers of the same rank or relative rank 
should receive tne same pay as juniors should 
not receive more pay than their seniors. 

It is recommen that Secs. 1,485 and 1,486 
of the revised statutes, which give precedence 
to officers according to length of service, be 
repealed, that all officers inthe navy 
shall take precedence according to dates of 
commission. ; 

The report says the period of instruction in 
the cruising training-ships has beeen increased 
to one year with beneficial results. The aver- 
age number enlisted annually falls below the 
number allowed by law, and the gain to the 
service has not been encouraging. 

Commodore Ramsay says: “It is recom- 
mended that Sec. 21 of the revised statutes 
be so amended that an enlisted man serving 
in the United States navy may become a 
naturalized citizen of the United in the 
same manner as now provided for enlisted 
men of the United States army.”’

„What does Koch’s precious liquid look 
like? I asked. 

It is somewhat the color of sherry, slightly 
viscid. It is supplied from Koch’s laboratory 
and it is usually diluted to one one-hund 
of its original strength. It is a most deadly 
poison and an overdose produces serious re- 
sults. One patient who was overdosed was 
unconscious for thirty-six hours and expected 
to dieat any moment. A remedy is usuall 
administered by subcutaneous injection wi 
the syri invented by Dr. Koch. This con- 

usual glass cylinder with a hollow 
needle, but instead of a piston to eject 
the contents an India-rubber ball is 
used, which, when pressed, forces out 
the fluid with much power. This in- 
oculation generally is made under the 
skin between the shouldcr-blades. When the 
fluid is used on a heaithy person there is no 
particular result unless a dose is admin- 
istered, but when inoculted in a tubercular 
patient extraordi effects are produced in 
whatever portion of the body there is any 
tubercular living tissue. Koch’s liquid is car- 
ried everywhere by the blood. The parts af- 
fected become irritated and inflamed 
and the whole system becomes affected. 
The patient's temperature rises until at the 
end of twelve hours it reach the exces- 
sive height of 106 degrees; It soon falls and in 
succeeding injections rises to a less height. 
The last inoculation is followed by no noticea- 
ble rise at all. Such cases we regard as cured. 
But it is undeniable that after an interval in- 
oculation may agein produce a rise in temper- 
ature. Tubercular bacilli may reappear. 

Sure to Afford Relief. 

It certainly is not true that the disappear- 
ance of bacilli or their complete absence from 
the spit implies the patient has not tuberculi, 
but it is certain that after treatment by Koch’s 
method the spit which formerly swarmed 
with bacilli becomes free, the patient ‘loses the 
hacking cough and night sweats, is able to eat, 
and gains in weight and spirits. The presence 
of bacilli in the spit is certain proof of tuber- 
culosis, but their absence does not prove the 
contrary.

MANY PEOPLE DISAPPOINTED. 
Too Much Was Expected of the Koch Dis- 
covery—Other News from Berlin. 
(Copyright, 1890, by the New York Associated Press.] 

Berzin, Nov. 22.—The bestowal by Emperor 
William of the Grand Cross of the Order of the 
Red Eagle on Prof. Koch is gazetted tonight. 
This is the first time this decoration has been 
bestowed on any one who did not possess the 
preceding classes of the order. 

Though confidence in the ultimate value of 
Prof. Koch’s discovery does not abate, public 
disappointment over the immediate results of 
the treatment grows daily. Prof. Koch’s as- 
sistants, Drs. Levy and Cornel, and others es- 
timate the number of cases already treated at 
about 1,700. The greater number of these 
suffered from exterior tuberculosis and are 


progressing. There were comparatively few 
cases of tubercles on the lungs, The 
experts are beginning to concur in the opin- 
ion that a cure of this disease by the treat- 
ment is uncertain. Prof. Koch disclaims re- 
sponsibility for the statements put in his 
mouth in to his experiments. He 
blames the press for raising exaggerated 
hopes of instant benefit in every form of 
tuberculosis. Prof. Virchow, speaking in the 
Medicinesche Geselischaft, referred to the sub- 
sidence of the enthusiasm, but defended Prof. 
Koch against the charge of prematurely pub- 
lishing his discovery. Prof. Koch, he said, 
only consented to the disclosures already 
made at the request of Minister von Gossler 
and several of his medical colleagues, Drs. 
Virchow, Levy, and Bergmann. Every one 
in Prof, Koch’s confidence supports his pro- 
test against the sensational anticipation re- 
garding the results of the remedy. 

Prof. Stellwag of the Vienna er ad- 
dressing the students, advised them to be cau- 
tidus in expectance, believing only what Prof. 
Koch has directly stated. S0 far,“ added 
Prof. Stellwag, the possibility of the cure of 
lupus alone has been proved, while it has not 
been scientifically established that lupus arises 
from the same bacillus that is associated with 
lung tubercles.” 

An eminent authority on bacteria, Dr. Ull- 
mann, writes: It will take fully a year of 
frequent injections, besides treatment under 
right sanitary conditions, to enable one to 
form a reliable opmion as to the curability 
of consumption, either in advan or early 

ges. Dr. Ullmann worked for several 
months in Prof. Koch’s laboratory. He be- 
lieves the remedy promises good results in 
cases of external tuberculosis, although, he 
1 relapses must be guarded against. 

. Surjcki, reporting to the Medical So- 
ciety of Cracow, which sent him here to inves- 
tigate, declares that even the cure of external 
tuberculosis by the new process is uncertain, 
while he sees no grounds for believing that it. 
will cure consumption in any stage. Dr. Kraus 
of Vienna affirms the benefit of the remedy for 
tuberculosis of the bones, skin, and joints, but 


does not believe it will ever heal lung tuber-. 


culosis. Dr. Kraus was in attendance here 
* several weeks testing the experiment. 
fs. Fraentzel and Bunkuritz in their latest 
report confirm the opinion that the injections 
do not materially check advanced phthisis. 
They do, however, check early phthisis, 
but the bacilli may _ revive and 
reinfect the tissues. The opinions of a num- 
ber of other expert German, Austrian, and 
English, allof the same tenor, are becoming 
known and tone down the excited public expec- 
tation. Not many English or Americans 
have come for treatment. A number of pa- 
tients have already left under the urgent ad- 
vice of the physicians not to risk the severities 
of a Berlin winter, but to await the use of the 
remedy under better climatic conditions.

It is the intention 
of Dr. Gibier, in connection with his hydro- 
hobia practice, to treat consumptive patients. 
xtensive preparations and improvements 
will be made at the Pasteur Institute. The 
entire four-story building, part of which is 
now occupied for other purposes, will be 
turned into one institution and devoted 
exclusively to the treatment of consumptive 
and hydrophobic patients. Several hundred 
incubators used in preparation of the lymph 
will form a considerable portion of the labora- 
tory. Two guinea pigs, out of which animal 
the lymph is extracted, are now under Dr. 
Gibier’s supervision. These little animals are 
manufacturers in themselves and will keep 
on supplying the lym until they die. 
The method of treating the pigs is known in 
this country only to Dr. Gibier. Dr. Husson 
will, on his arrival in Berlin, purchase the in- 
struments necessary to carrying out the treat- 
ment of consumption by inoculation and im- 
mediately forward them to Dr. Gibier. It is 
expected the former will return here about the 
middle of January, at which time the new 
treatment will be commenced.

Finally, however, the terrible rumor came 
that Musy and all his comrades had been 
killed and eaten by the Mobangi cannibals. 
The rumor proved to be correct. Not a soul 
in the little station escaped, but enough was 
learned from the natives to show conclusively 
that they had fallen victims to the hostile sav- 
ages, and had filled the native cooking pots

He had a quarrel with the London Tories 
which resulted in a libel suit in which he 
came off victor. He now resides in the Irish 
Castle, which was at one time the residence of 
Sir Walter Raleigh, and owns the estate in 
Ireland which the poet, Spencer, occupied for 
a time.

but when the accusation against them had 
been repeated, they were mptorily dis- 
missed. Soon afterwards a Jewish deputation 
visited the Marshal of Nobility to beg him to 
vouchsafe an explanation and to ask for what 
offenses they were punishable, but he refused 
to receive the deputation. The Jews were 80 
terrified by the menaces and the action of the 
authorities that they fell into despair and at 
last came to the conclusion that their only 
safety was in flight from Russia. 

This is but a single illustration of the perse- 
cutions to which the Jews are subjected in va- 
rious provinces of the Czar’s Empire. Other 
facts on the subject are given by Stepniak. 

The Jews must pay ordinary taxes and 
render service in the army; but the civil 
rights that are given to other races are denied 
them. Their presence is barely tolerated in 
any part of the ay ay. and they are con- 
stantly made to feel that they are regarded as 
outcasts and criminals. Local officials, tak- 
ing their cue from St. Petersburg, often issue 
orders and circulars that are calculated to 
arouse anti-Jewish prejudices. 

The carrying out of the desire of Russian 
Jews to obtain education is thwarted by the 
Government. Only 5 per cent of the students 
in any college can be Jews, and only 3 per 
cent in any university, and there are many 
academies that no Jew can enter. The Jew- 


ish students who obtain degrees are not per- 


mitted to enter thé professions for which they 
are qualified, and Jews cannot be engineers, 
or lawyers, or military, surgeons. 

e Jews have no right of residence in Si- 
beria, but some of them have legally acquired 
that 2 pniak tells of the wrongs 
to which they are subj , 

He says that are between 4,000,000 and 
5,000, Jews withbi boundaries of Rus- 
sia, and that the few rights which they have 
been granted are constantly violated in many 


ways. 

More than 40,000 Jews, mostly from Russia, 
have found re in the port of New York 
this Ter, and over half of them have sought 
relief or employment through the United He- 
brew Charities, which organization has ex- 
pended over $100,000 since January last. 

The flight of Russian Jews to Brazil is even 
greater than to this country. In the first week 
of the present month there were 11,000 of tliem 
in Bremen awaiting transportation to the new 
Republic in South America. 

In England there is widespread sympathy 
for the sufferers.. There is to be an important 
demonstration in their behalf in London, at 
the Mansion House, the 24th inst. The meet- 
ing has been called by the Lord Mayor, and 
among the signers of the memorial addressed 
to him on the subject are the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Cardinal Manning, four Dukes, 
and many members of the Houses of Lords 
and Commons, beside college professors, and: 
other prominent citizens. 


Of Victoria and Her Consort. a 

Gustav Freytag, the German novelist and dra- 
matic author, in his Reminiscences, of which a 
translation by Miss Chetwynd is just published by 
Messrs. White & Co., gives some glimpses of the 
Queen and the Prince Consort during their last 
visit to Duke Ernest at Coburg. Lord John Rus- 
sell was with them, trying to learn something 
of the incomprehensible rman temperament.

Carried a Harpoon Sixty Years. 

The steam whaler Beluga arrived from Beh 
Sea, bringing remarkable news of the recover? of 
a harpoon which had been thrown into a whale 
sixty years before in the South Seas. Every 
whaling vessel has her name ofamped on the har- 
poons it uses. In August last, in the Behring Sea, 
the Beluga killed a big whale, and when it was 
cut up they discovered an old harpoon bearing 
the name Moctezuma in it. The head of the 
harpoon was perfectly preserved, but the shank 
had been eaten away close to the skin of the ani- 
mal by the action of the salt water. The records 
show that the Moctezuma 5 whaling in the 
South Seas sixty years ago. It was a New Bed- 
ford craft, and while lying idle at that port dur- 
ing the war it was bought by the Government and 
sent with other old hulks down to Charleston 
Harbor, filled with stone, and sunk at the en- 
trance of the bay to break up the blockade ran- 
ning. This veteran whale, that carried a harpdon 
for more than a half-century, proved a formida- 
ble fighter, and while the Beluga’s men were after 
it it several times came near escaping. One of 
the boats had to be cut away to prevent ite being 
drawn under.

CALL FOR AN EXTRA SESSION, 


The New Hampshire Legislature to Meet 
Dec, 2—Threats by Democrats, 

Conoorp, N. H., Nov. 22.—[Special. ]—Gov. 
Goodell has decided to call an extra session 
of the Legislature and has set Dec. 2 as the 
date. The political pot is boiling hotly as a 
result, and the Democrats are threatening all 
kinds of things. 
that Gov. Goodell be impeached for malad- 
ministration. The Governor and Council de- 
voted last evening to the official canvass of 
the State and completed the canvassing of the 
Senatorial returns. It was found, and so de- 
cided, that thirteen Republicans and nine 
Democrats were elected, with no choice in the 
Winnipiseogee and Somersworth districts. 
The latter case is something entirely new in 
the program, as it had been supposed that 
Filker, the Democratic Senatorial candidate, 
was elected by a majority of two. But in 
carefully examing the returns it was discov- 
ered that there was an error in the footing of 
the Prohibition vote of Rochester, which made a 
difference of ten in the result, and this change 
make the aggregate vote against him 2,108, 
while he received 2,100. The Republicans 
hope to gain one Senator as the result of this 
discovery. 


MAY UNSEAT A DEMOCRAT, 


Republicans Likely to Get Control of the 
Wisconsin Senate. 


Mirwavxsr, Wis., Nov. 22.—[Special.|—* 


The Democratic claims that they have both 
branches of the Wisconsin Legislature, and that 
they can therefore gerrymander the State to 
their own advantage, may prove to be only 
a vision. According to the present returns 
the Senate stands seventeen Democrats and 
sixteen Republicans, but it developed today 
that the Republicans have strong grounds for 
unseating a Democrat for a Republican in 
one district, thus ne Rerublicans con- 
trol of the Senate to block the Democratic 
schemes.

A CITY AT THE BOTTOM OF THE SEA. 


The Remains of an Ancient Town Found 
Eighty-five Feet Under Water. 

New York Sun: The city authorities of 
Rovigno, on the peninsula of Istria, in the 
Adriatic Sea, have discovered a little south of 
the peninsula the ruins of a large town at the 
bottom of the sea. It has been observed for 
some years that fishermen’s nets were some- 
times entangled in what appeared to be masses 
of masonry, of which fragments were brought 
up from the sea bed. A year or two ago a 
diver declared that he had ‘seen walls and 
streets below the water. 

The city authorities recently decided to in- 
vestigate. They sentdowna diver who, at 
the depth of eighty-five feet, found himself 
surrounded on the bottom of the sea by 
ruined walls. He says he knows they were the 
work of man. He isa builder by trade and 
he recognized the layers of mortar. 

Continuing his explorations, he traced the 
line of walls and was able to distinguish how 
the streets were laid out. He did not see any 


doors or window openings, for they were Ind- 


den by masses of seaweed and incrustations. 
He traced the masonry for a distance of — 
feet, where he had to stop, as his reg cos 

He h 
proved beyond a doubt that he had found the

The suit grew out of the construction of the 
5 Polk street viaduct in accordance with an 
oOo ordinance passed by the Council in December, 
1328880. The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
company under that ordinance was given per- 
misssion to lay one or more railroad tracks 
between West Harrison and West Sixteenth 
streets along Canal street, on condition, 
among other things, that the road should pay 
the city the cost of a new via- 
duct on Polk street over the tracks 
between Canal andthe Polk street bridge, 
together with all approaches.

King Kalakaua Warns His Ministers to Be 
Economical—Hawaiian News. 

San. Franctsco., Cal,, Nov. 22.—The steam- 
ship Alameda arrived this morning from Syd- 
ney, via Honolulu. King Kalakaua prorogued 
the Hawaiian Legislature Nov. 14. The ses- 
sion lasted 129 days, one of the longest in 
Hawaiian annals. The King, in his speech, 
said the liberal appropriations which had been 
made were somewhat in excess of the esti- 
mated revenues of the country, and would ne- 
cessitate a careful and economical adminis- 
tration on the part of the Ministry. The chief 
business of the session was amending old laws. 
The Constitution remains in all its main 
features as when adopted in 1887. The failure 
of the National Reform party to carry its 
vote of want of confidence in the Ministry 
continues the present Cabinet in office for two 
years.

An Ez - President and an Ex-Attorney of 
the Board of Education Named to Suc- 
ceed Dr. Bridge and 8. S. Gregory~-The 
New Members Take Hold at Once—Luke

As Tax TRUE predicted Judge Prender- 
gast has appoineed the successor of Dr.

This formality 
over, the two newly-appointed Commissioners 
walked into the Election Commissioners’ of- 
fice and entered on their duties, not even 
waiting for Luke Coyne, the holdover Com- 
missioner.

The new members are among the best-known 
public men in Chicago. Graeme Stewart was 
born, reared, and educated in Chicago. He is 
ason of William Stewart, who was at one 
time at the head of the largest grocery firm in 
this city, and served aterm as County Commis- 
sioner. The appointee served a number 
of years as member of the Board of 
Education, and the last year of his 
service in that body was as its President. He 
is an aggressively stalwart Republican. He was 
under consideration for Collector of the Port 
about a year ago, but had to decline to be con- 
sidered for that position, because he is a mem- 
ber of the grocery firm of William M. Hoyt & 
Co., which does a large importing business. 
He now resides in the Twenty-second Ward, 
where he takes an active part in politics. He 
is able, active, and a man of fine presence in 
the prime of life.

Three of the names connected with the new 
Chicago association are well known and of 
chable integrity: Charles H. Slack, 
the wi and retail grocer, President of 
the association; M.A. Donohue of Donohue 
4 iberry, the Vice-President; and A. H. 
Andrews of the A. H. Andrews Furniture 

company, Treasurer. The names of the Sec- 

ond Vice-President, John P. Anderson, and 
the Secretary, P. L. Teeple, are unfamiliar to 
the general public. Anderson came to Chica- 
go quite recently in fact. He has been con- 
nected with similar associations in Philadel- 
phia and New York and is the only original 
tontine man in the Chicago association—that 
is, he is the only member of the association 
who has had any previous acquaintance or 
experience with the tont'ne system as applied 
to investment schemes. Mr. Teeple has been 
in Chicago longer than his friend and old 
schoolmate Anderson. He was recently an 

“organizer” for the National Union, an in- 

surance association. 

A Tunern reporter called at the office of 
the Tontine Bond Investment Association. 
Entering Mr. Teeple’s room he requested 
some information concerning the system. 

“Take this circular and read it carefully,“ 
said Mr. Teeple briskly. “* You see the names 
of our officers. They are a sufficient guarantee 
to the trustworthiness of any business enter- 
prise. But you want to know about our 
system. It is this: 

“We issue bonds of two denominations, 
series A, $200, series B, $1,000. Lou can take 
either or as many of either as you choose. A 
small entrance fee is charged for each bond. 
Then you pay a fixed sum per month on each 
bond until it matures—$1 a month on the $200 
bonds, and $5 a month on the $1,000 bonds. 
As fast as the money comes in from dues and 
other sources, the bonds having the lowest 
number mature and are paid. If you hold 
bond No. 481 of series B., it becomes matured 
and is paid as soon as No. 480 is paid, and 
$1,000 has accumulated in the Redemption

ds are redeemed in the numerical order of 
their issue. Wheneyer the value of a bond has 
accumulated in the redemption fund the one hav- 
ing the lowest number is paid. The number of 
bonds redeemed each month increases with. the 
number of bonds sold. Every one that is paid or 
has lapsed brings those above it one point nearer 
redemption, and increases its value in proportion 
thereto. 
The profits are made up of the lapses and the 
investment of the reserve fund. In life-insurance 
the lapses amount to 52 per cent, and the average 
time insured is only five and a half years, instead 
of the whole life term. 

This association is peculiar in some respects. It 
never has any liabilities until it has the money to 
pay them, and itis absolutely self-sustaining from 
that fact. 80 long as there are bonds held just 
so long will there be an income to provide for 
their redemption, and the reserve fund insures 


| the redemption of the last bonds. 


The investment made by the bondholder is abso- 
lutely safe as long as the monthly payments are 
made. The only loss that can be is from the bond- 
holder’s neglect in the non-payment of dues, which 
makes the tontine profits to persistent holders. 

The association never has on hand at any time 
even one month's collections, for as soon as there 
is enough to redeem a bond it must be done; thus 
at the end of a month there is seldom more than 
the amount of a bond in the treasury, except the 
reserve. 

The reserve is created by setting apart each 
month 20 per cent of the monthly dues to protect 
the last bondholders. 

It is estimated that no bond will run longer 
than nine years, while many of them will be re- 
deemed during the first or second year of their 
existence. 

A failure to pay the dues on or before the last 
day ofthe month will forfeit the bond with all 
the payments made thereon. . 

Mr. Slack Knows More About Groceries, 

Mr. Charles H. Slack, President of the asso- 
ciation, was seen at his place of business. 
When the subject was broached to him he 
said: 


„I'd rather you would see some of the other 


officers about it. If it was something about 
the grocery business you wanted to know I 
could talk to you by the hour. ButIam not 
as familiar with this business as Mr. Andrews 
is. Teeple and Anderson are the originators 
of the association. Anderson has had experi- 
ence down East with one or two companies of 
this kind. He is a friend of Teeple, and Tee- 
ple, I believe, knew Mr. Andrews. Mr. Dono- 
hue came into it the same way I did. Mr. 
Andrews and Mr. Anderson, I understand, 
went to see Judge Longenecker, the State’s- 
Attorney, about it before we consented to go 
into it. Judge Longenecker saw nothing 
wrong init. He has taken some of the stock. 
The officers are bonded, and there is no chance 
for chicanery. ‘The officers are working with- 
out salary.”’ 

But isn't a certain proportion to be set 
aside from the gross receipts for expenses?“ 

Les, 10 per cent. If thore are any sal- 
aries they will come out of that. 

“The association is incorporated, is it 
not?“ 5 

Les. The stock is all held by the five offi- 
cers of the association. We are the incor- 
porators. No, bondholders do not become 
stockholders in the association or members of 
it in any way. Nor is the association liable 
to the bondholders except to receive and pay 
out the money according to the terms of the 
contract as specified on the face of the bonds, 
and to handle the money honestly.” 

Mr. Andrews Sure It's All Right. 

Mr. Andrews told the reporter that he was 
sure it was all right or he would not have gone 
into it. He spoke of his visit to Longenecker, 
and cited the opmion obtained upon solicita- 
tion from a well-known law firm, He said 
that he had known Teeple about a year, and 
became acquainted with him through the lat- 
ter’s connection with the National Union. 
Anderson he had not known before, but he 
said he had written to a dozen or more bank- 
ers and lawyers in the East inquiring about the 
working of the associations there and had re- 
ceived favorable answers before consenting 
to take part in the enterprise. 

Doesn't the man who got in on the ground 
floor have a good deal the best of it, Mr. An- 
drews?’’ he was asked. 

„No,“ he replied. ‘“‘ You see, the redemp- 
tion value of the bonds is gradea according to 
the time they come due. The man whose 
bond’ matures in the third year doesn’t get as 
much as the man whose bond matures the 
year after. That evens it up.“ 

Rut some of the bonds mature next month. 
The dozen lowest bondholders in series B will 
get $500 apiece next month at a total cost of

“©, pshaw!”? exclaimed Mr. Andrews.

One Thing Will Be Remedied. 

Mr. Andrews’ attention was called to the 

table of redemption values printed in the offi-

lowing clause in the rules governing the pay- 
ment of bonds: 

Whenever the value of a bond has accumulated 
in the redemption fund the one having the lowest 
number is paid. . . The association never 
has on hand at any time even one month's collec- 
tions, for as soon as there is enough to redeem a 
bond it must be done. 

“Ig not the rule, as here specified, a part of 
the contract between the association and each 
bondholder?”’ 

„Ves. The scale of percentage does seem 
to be wrongly. apportioned, I admit. I 
really haven’t given any attention to that. We 
must remedy it.” 

‘‘But is it not too late to remedy it? The bonds 
already issued—to the amount of over half a 
million dollars, Mr. Teeple says—must be 
paid in accordance with this schedule of re- 
demption values, and in accordance with the 
clause in the contract with ses 2 
requiring you to pay off the lowest bonds as 
fast as the money accumulates in the treasury, 
must they not? 

Mr. Andrews admitted that this was true. 
His faith in the association and its system was 
unshaken, however, and explained the ap- 
parent enormous profits of the system by 
reference to the large percentage of lapses. 

Mr. Donohue Is Enthusiastic. 


Mr. Donohue ot Donohue & Henneberry, 
the First Vice-President of the association,

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JAY’S GIGANTIC SCHEME. 


GOULD ABSOLUTE MASTER OF THE 


RAILROAD SITUATION, 


The Long-Talked-Of Railway Trust Now an 
Accomplished Fact—An Alliance Formed 


Between the Interests Represented by 
the Wizard, Huntington, the Rocke- 


fellers, and Kidder, Peabody & Co.— 


Other Roads at the Mercy of the Giant 
Combine—President Adams’ Retirement. 
New York, Nov. 22.—[Special.]—People in 
Wall street are beginning to realize the effect 
of the gigantic scheme of Jay Gould to con- 
trol the railroads of the West. It is positively 
stated that an alliance has been formed be- 


tween the interests represented by Jay Gould, 


C. P. Huntington, the Standard Oil party, and 
Kidder, Peabody & Co., by which all the rail- 
roads owned or controlled by them will be 
operated together practically: under Gould’s 
directions. 

The alliance includes the Union Pacific, 
Missouri Pacific, Southern Pacific, Northern 
Pacific, Atchison, Wabash, Texas Pacific, 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas, Richmond Ter- 
minal, and several other roads. They expect 
the Rock Island, Burlington, and Alton rail- 
roads to act with them. With this powerful 
combination Gould will be in a position to 
dictate rates to any other railroad in the 
West, or break that railroad which refuses to 
comply. : | 

Jay Gould made his formal reéntry into 
Wall street after an absence of five years. 


First there was his quiet effort to gain control 


of the Union Pacific, which he gave up many 
years ago: his virtual uisition of the North- 
ern Pacific through the friendly Rockefellers ; 
his booming of Southern Pacific; his gradual 
urchase of Richmond Terminal and Pacific 
ail; and all his other moves, which had for 
their ultimate purpose the control of the 
whole transeontinental system of railways. 

How His Purpose Was Accomplished. 

Many persons could not believe at first that 
the Little Wizard was going intc such a 
tremendous scheme as his actions and those of 
his agents indicated; but now everybod 
familiar with Wall street matters is satisfi 
that Jay Gould has been working the wires to 
place himself in the position of railroad king 
of this country, and to regain his old place as 
the master spirit of Wall street. The 
„Wizard worked in his own peculiar way. 
When it began to be noticed that he was be- 
coming remarkably active in Wall street he 
gave out a statement to the papers that his ob- 
ject was of a ere nature—namely : to 
restore such harmonious relations among the 
Western roads that they might be run ata 
profit to the stockholders. 

In his statement Gould took the high, vir- 
tuous ground that the r stockholders were 
now being made to suffer through the wicked- 
ness of the management of the railroads and 
that every g man should do all in his 
power to remedy such an unfortunate state of 
affairs, Mr. Gould showed that he believed 
in hisown professions by at once setting to 
work to bring about. the necessary remedy. 
He determined to bring the Northern Pacific 
under good management—that is: his own 
management. He did not go into Wall street 
and buy for himself, as such action might ex- 
cite the suspicions of stupid persons. e had 
a conference with the Rockefellers, commis- 
sioned them to get control of Northern Pa- 
cific, and accomplished this — of his phil- 
anthropie scheme in a few days. Next he 
turned his attention to Union Pacific stock. 

Quietly Took In the Union Pacific. 

He already had the Missouri Pacific, and 
with his beautiful ideas of harmony, he con- 
sidered that the pacifying business would not 
be complete without the Union Pacific. It 
did not take him long to get control. His 
operations were conducted ina very quiet 


way. 

Mr. Sidney Dillon, who is undoubtedly to 
succeed Charles Francis Adams as President 
of the road, now acknowledges that Mr. 
Gould “has acquired a large interest in 
Union Pacific—probably enough to give Mr. 
Gould control.” 

Mr. Gould’s object was not completed 
with securing the control of the Union Pacific. 
In order to obviate difficulties which might 
arise against his plans for harmony he needed 
to have a say in Pacific Mail and Richmond 
Terminal, which controls roads gridironing 
the South. In order to obtain that say he 
bought up large quantities of stocks in these 
roads. He had little trouble in bringing the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé road into the 
philanthropic scheme. He induced this road 
to make an agreement with the Missouri Pa- 
cific by which rates should be maintained and 
new extensions limited. 

And so, in a couple of weeks, the “ Little 
Wizard got control of the principal system 
west of 8 hicago, excepting the Burlington, 
Rock Island, and St. Paul, and laid the founda- 
tion for his control of the whole transconti- 
nental system. He has nothing to fear from 
St. Paul, which is controlled by the Drexel- 
Morgan people; he has brought down Rock 
Island stock to a point where the management 
may be glad of a compromise, and the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and the Illinois Central 
are in no condition to fight him. In fact, 
with the Pacific Mail, Gould now has a route 
of his own from China to the Atlantic coast. 

A Gigantic Railroad Trust. 

A d railroad trust after the pattern of 
the Standard Oil Trust—that is what Jay 
Gould has long contemplated and what he has 
now almost effected. His sickness and the set- 
back which the trust idea received in the 
courts delayed his plans, but they are now 
placed on foot again, and what would that 
mean? Simply this, that one man would dic- 
tate the transportation rates of the American 
railroad system, just as the Rockefeller Bros. 
name the prices for oil. It is a scheme which 
has been dreamed of before, but nobody ever 
attempted to realize it until Gould came to 
the irunt. It was worthy of the little man’s 
genius and a fitting occasion for his return in 
triumph to the street. 

As a sort of climax to Mr. Gould’s doings 
in the last fortnight comes the report today 
that he also has his eyes on the Baltimore and 
Ohio road. No verification of this rumor can 
be obtained. It is generally regarded as idle 

ossip, but there are some who believe that 
Soul has in his scheme the idea of a line to 
New York. If he — 4 such a thing he 
will have the ee oftthe Garretts to contend 
against, but he might even conquer that once 
powerful railroad family. 
It is said that Gould has today the owner- 
ship, in his own right, of a greater railroad 
system than any man in the history of the 
country has controlled. With his associates 
it appears that he can even force the Vander- 
bilts to terms if any dispute should arise. He 
1s in fact the *‘ railroad king.“ 

Laid in $10,000,000 Worth of Stocks. 

Reports have it that Mr. Gould spent $10,-

MISS RYAN LOSES HER LIBEL svUIT 
AGAINST THE INTER-OCEAN,” 


The Plaintiffs Efforts to Excite the Jury’s 
Compassion Proved a Dismal Failure— 
She Vanished from the Court-Room in 
Time to Escape a Scorching from Law- 
yer Trude—A Debate as to the Province 
ot Newspapers in Exposing Scandal— 
Mr. Trade Extols the Press. 

Mary Ryan’s character was not vindicated 

largely, nor will the damage to it be repaired 

by any newspaper money: The jury in the 

Inter-Ocean libel case returned a verdict last 

evening in favor of the defendant. 

At 5:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 


oratory ceased and the smoke and dust of the 


Mary Ryan conflict with the Inter- Ocean 
ceased. Messrs. Russell and Trude, the op- 
posing counsel, had occupied the entire after- 
noon session in argument. The plaintiff, not 
caring to be present during the burning of 
incense, in which she was confident Mr. Trude 
was about to indulge, left the room after her 
lawyer, Mr. Russell, had finished. 

Before the convening of court in the fore- 
noon Miss Ryan opened the exercises by re 
monstrating with Mr. Trude for the extremely 
personal questions he had asked her Friday 
afternoon. No one responded to the many 
subpoenas which Mary had caused to be is- 
sued. The only witnesses offered were those 
summoned by the defendant to discredit the 
woman’s testimony. 

To offset Miss Ryan’s testimony that she 
never carried a weapon, E. G. Asay was 
called. Ashe entered the court-room Miss 
Ryan whispered in hisear. It was afterward 
developed that she wished him to remember 
that she had never said 2 about him. 
Mr. Asay testified that he known the 
plaintiff to carry a pistol. She had it in his 
office. He also said that his relations with her 
were proper and was much relieved when the 
ordeal was over. 

John Lyle King, the representative of Miss 
Ryan in the Crawford case, told the oft-re- 
peated history of that particular scandal.

There was more confidence than 
there has been for Sometime, due largely to 
the general improvement abroad and in New 
York. Wheat took the lead and the other mar- 
kets followed.

THE NORTH AND SOUTH 
DIVISIONS. 

Many plans have been devised for the pur- 
pose of connecting the boulevard systems of 
the North and South Divisions and facilitat- 
ing carriage travel between the two sections 
of the city. One of them was to build an ele- 
vated bridge for light vehicles on top of 
Rush street bridge. Another was to span the 
river mouth with a structure with long via- 
ducts at each end, covering the distance be- 
tween Madison and Indiana streets. The esti- 
mate for the construction of this roadway is 
three million dollars. Even if it cost no more 
than that the expense would put it out of the 
question, and few would care to use during 
winter snows,and storms a structure which, 
where it crossed the river, would be higher in 
the air than the top of a vessel’s mainmast. 

There will be found in today’s Tarsunz the 
details of a scheme for connecting the two di- 
visions which has the merit of practicability 
and which is deserving of serious considera- 
tion. It is to build a tunnel instead of a 
bridge. The plan is to start on the Lake- 
Front at Monroe street. The open part of the 
tunnel at the southern end would be on city 
property and there would be no land damages 
to pay. From this point it would run in a 
northeasterly direction, passing for quite a 
distahce under Illinois Central property, and 
would come to the surface on Ohio street just 
east of Seneca, connecting there with the | 
North Side boulevard, which is to be brought 
down to that point from its present terminus 
at Oak street. 

The tunnel is to be a mile in length with a 
driveway thirty-six feet wide, w will give 
abundant room for four lines of teams. There 
is to be also a footway twelve feet wide, sep- 
arated from the carriageway not by a wall, as 
in the other tunnels, but by ornamental work. 
The lighting is to be by incandescent lamps 
in the ceiling, so that there will be no glare to 
dazzle and confuse drivers. The grade will be 
very light, only one foot in thirty. It is esti- 
mated that the cost of such a work would be 
from a million toa million and a half, and 
that it would take nearly two years to build it. 
The cost will depend somewhat on what use 
can be made of the excavated material. If it 
can be sold for Lake-Front filling, or can be 
used by the North Park Commissioners in the 
work they have to do along the lake shore 
south of Oak street, the expenses can be kept 
with ease within the million and a half limit. 
Borings have been made all along the route, 
and it has been found that quicksand will be 
struck nowhere. 

A most important question is: Where is the 
money to come from? There is but one way 
in which it can be raised. That is to go to the 
Legislature and ask it to authorize the South 
Park and Lincoln Park Commissioners, with 
the consent of the voters of their respective 
districts, to issue bonds for the purpose of 
connecting and completing their boulevard 
systems after this fashion. The improvement 
will beso valuable that there will not be the 
least hesitation about voting the money. 

Then the tunnel will be under the absolute 
control of the Park Commissioners, The 
Council will have nothing to do with it and 
will not be able to vote it away to street rail- 
ways. It will remain for all time for the sole 
use of carriages and pedestrians. All the 
lighter teams would seek the tunnel and the 
bridges would furnish then abundant accom- 
modation for heavy teams. 

The suggestion has been made that a pri- 
vate company be allowed to build the tunnel 
and charge all who use it toll. But that will 
not do. There must be no toll-gatherers in 
the crty limits. The only feasible plan is for 
the two park districts to furnish money, each 
paying its share up to the center of the river. 
If the Legislature were to pass the necessary 
law this winter and the park districts to vote 
the money in the spring the tunnel could be 
built before the opening of the World’s Fair, 
and the great boulevard system of Chicago 
would challenge the admiration of all visitors. 


THE RICH MAN’S PANIC. 

The last two or three days have witnessed a 
wide change of sentiment in regardto the 
financial situation. Upto the middle of the 
week a good many observers of the situation 
were haif afraid the London collapse would 
prove to be thie first movement ina general 
break-up such as was experienced seventeen 
years ago. Now few, if any, entertain any 
such idea. Itis not necessarily believed that 
the comparatively high prices paid for stocks 
and silver and grain will be again reached dur- 
ing the next few weeks or months, but it is 
not deemed probable they will exhibit a fur- 
ther decline, and there is substantial buying 
of all these properties by those wbo think a 
partial reaction is more than probable. The 
result of the returning confidence is al- 
ready apparent in considerably higher 
quotations for the more staple arti- 
cles, this being favored in the cere- 
als by the discovery that the lower prices 
caused a marked falling off in the volume of 
interior deliveries, The farmers were not 
willing to sell freely, and it is now understood 
they held off because of inability to see that 
the speculative depression in securities was a 
legitimate cause for weakness in human food. 
Andin this view of the circumstances they 
have continued to buy supplies at about the 
usual rate, for which reason business in the 
country is reported to be “first rate, and the’ 
principal halting in that quarter has arisen 
from the greater caution displayed by some 
city merchants in selling to interior buyers. 
There has thus been no disturbance in the 
current of mercantile business except that 
consequent upon financial stringency in the 
cities, which is now known to be in part dueto 
the fact that country banks are unusually well 
supplied with funds which represent the sur- 
plus capital of their clients. In the language 
of one of them, The country is full of money 

and can afford to spend it. If any of the big 
merchants or manufacturers are embarrassed 
owing to the flurry it is either because they 
speculated and lost in that way or were other- 
wise — pressed and could not afford to 
wait. N 

This was exclusively a rich man's panic, the

SHALL METHODIST WOMEN BE DELE- 
GATES? 

The members of the Methodist Church, male 
and female, are voting at present whether 
women shall be eligible as delegates to the 
General Conference. Each church votes sepa- 
rately, and as there are 5,000 of them, with 
something like a million and a half communi- 
cants, it will be some little time before the 
full vote is known, The probabilities are, 
however, that the result will be favorable to 
the women. The Southern churches, being 
more conservative or backward, will be against 
the change, but those in the North and West 
will be for it. As might be expected, those for 
whose alleged benefit the proposition is sub- 
mitted are by no means enthusiastic over it. 
In many churches their votes are cast against 
it, while the men, more from politeness than 
anything else, favor it. 

Some of the ministers profess to look with 
alarm on the admission of women to the floor 
of the General Conference. They say it will not 
be long before the removal of other barriers 
will be demanded, so that there may be 
women preachers and—they shudder as they 
say it—even women Bishops. That would be 
indeed deplorable, a petticoated Bishop pre- 
siding over a Quarterly Conference made up 
mostly of men, and making out the assign- 
ments for the circuit riders for the following 
year. For in that case the man would not be 
the head of the woman, but the woman of the 
man, which is against Scripture. 

For some good reason not known St. Paul 
wrote to the church at Corinth: 

Let your women keep silence in the churches, 
for it is not permitted unto them to speak. And 


| if they will learn anything let them ask their hus- 
bands at home. 


Corinthian women were evidently a forward 
lot, and had St. Paul been’ writing about 
Methodist women he would not have used 
such language, for they do not deserve it. 
It is this text, however, and this alone, which 
makes many good people shake their heads 
when it is proposed that an opportunity shall 
be given women to talk and vote, not in 
church but in conference. 

Up to 1872 the governing body of the church 
consisted of ministers only. There was no 
representation of the laity, not even of the 
male portion. The suggestion that there be 
lay representation met with opposition on the 
part of some of the conservatives, who prophe- 
sied that it would be the source of unnumbered 
woes. But there is no one now who will say 
it has done any harm. On the contrary it has 
been productive of good. Nor is it possible 
to see how the admission of women as dele- 
gates can do any mischief. Their number 
will be small and their powernominal, Those 
for whose benefit the change is made will not 
care to avail themseives of their privileges, 
recognizing the fact that if they want any- 
thing done they can do it better through men 
than by themselves. And even if the number 
of female delegates were large they could not 
shake the pillars of the church, because a ma- 
jority of the delegates always are ministers in 
the proportion of two to one. 

This new departure would be nothing more 
than a courteous and proper recognition of 
the part which women play in the churches. 
Without them congregations would be thin 
and subscriptions small, and churches never 
would be free from mortgages, It is wise 
formally to recognize them asthe equals of men, 
especially when it is so well understood that 
they never will make any use of their priv- 
ileges. They would rather stick to the run- 
ning of churches, which they understand, than 
try the running of conferences, which they do 
not understand. 


THE POWERS OF THE NATIONAL COM- 
MISS 


ION. 

The World's Fair Directors procured re- 
cently from an eminent Chicago lawyer an 
opinion defining their powers and those of the 
National Commission. Some of the able law- 
yers who are members of the last named body 
have just tried their hands at defining them, 
As might have been expected, this second 
opinion gives the National Commission more 
authority and the directors less than the first 
one did. 

That there should be a clear and distinct 
definition of the powers of the two bodies at 
the earliest possible moment cannot be ques- 
tioned. Otherwise there will be unending 
confusion. It is a hazardous experiment to 
intrust the management of any enterprise to 
two distinct organizations, and it generally 
ends in failure. One of the prerequisites of 
success in an enterprise is that it have one 
head. If provision has been made for two 
8 of them should accept a subordinate posi- 

on. 

In the case of the World’s Fair it is not 
agreeable for the Board of Directors, most of 
whom are business-men who have managed 
successfully large enterprises, to be told by 
the National Commission that about all that 
is expected of them is to furnish plans and 
buildings for the former to approve, and to 
provide money with the spending of which 
they have little to do, If, as the com- 
mission claims, all intercourse with domestic 
as well as foreign exhibiters is to be carried 
on through the National Commission, in the 
eyes of these exhibiters the directors, in spite 
of all their labors, will amount to nothing, 
while the members of the National Commis- 
sion will be all powerful. 

Yet most of this is an inevitable sequence of 
the fact that the Fair is a National and inter- 
national one, and not a Chicago enterprise. It 
is a United States World Exposition given in 
Chicago. This city raises the money, does 
the work, and must find iis reward in the in- 
cidental glory it will receive and the millions 
of money which will be syent here by visitors. 
It must be remembered that Chicago did not 
ask for permission to give a Fair. It was un- 
necessary for it to go to Congress or the Leg- 
islature for that. It has been giving fairs on 
a small scale every year for the last seventeen 
years. What Chicago asked of Congress was 
that it be selected as the site for the National 
and International Fair, promising if it got what 
it asked for to put up so much money and to 
do certain other things. 

Therefore the best thing the directors can 
do is to let the National Commission have its 
own way in most things and to accept grace- 
fully a subordinate position, even if it is a lit- 
tle mortifying to their pride. In some in- 


policy demands that 3 
keep on the good side of the National one. 
The latter deals direct with the President and 
Congress. The former does not. When the time 
comes to ask Congress for more money in aid 
of the National and International enterprise 


| for which it has given so little, the request will 


come with far more weight from the National 
Commission than it would from the Board of 
Directors. 

There must and there will be a harmonious 
understanding between the two bodies. It will 
be found on examination that there will be 
abundant work for each to do without inter- 
fering with the other. 

THE LAW'S DELAYS. 

A conspicuous illustration of the law’s de- 

lays, with all the hardship and injustice they 


occasion, comes from Kentucky. Twenty-one | 


years ago, John Blyen was triéd in the State 
courts and convicted of murdering a family of 
four persons. Pending his imprisonment in 
the jailat Vanceburg his counsel appealed 
his case to the United States Supreme Court. 
After the first delay of three years an order 
for a new trial was made hy the highest 
tribunal. By that time a new Judge and 
prosecuting officer had been elected. Fresh 
cases occupied their attention and Blyen’s, for 
various reasons, was adjourned from time to 
time. Less and less attention was paid to it 
and gradually it was forgotten and the 
records in the case gathered dust. Year after 
year passed and Blyen became as much of a 
nonentity as the famous keeper of the crypt in. 
the National Capital who waited so long and 
patiently for the body of Washington that no 
one knew who he was or why he kept his 
daily watch in the crypt. So Blyen waited for 
his new trial, month after month and year 
after year. His counsel who might have 
guarded his interests was dead. If he had 
friends they had forgotten him. He was as 
unknown in the courts, in the face 
of the decree of the highest tribunal 
in the land, as if he were in his 
grave. The jail-keepers were as ignorant 
of his identity as the custodians of the 
man in the iron mask were of his, There he 
might have vegetated and died had it not 
been that in cleaning out the pigeon-holes for 
some other purpose recently the papers in his 
case were found and then the new trial for 
which he had waited twenty-one years was 
ordered. 

There can be no new trial, however, as all 
the witnesses in the case are dead.. No one in 
Vanceburg, or m Kentucky for that, knows 
anything about the circumstances of the case. 
No jury can be found that would give an intel- 
ligent verdict. No judge can be found who 
would allow his conviction in any case. In 
the eyes of the law itself, which has been de- 
layed so unconscionably,he 1s an innocent man ; 
hence it being impossible to establish his 
guilt he must -be discharged as an innocent 
man. If he is a guilty man he should have 
been punished years ago. If he is innocent he 
should have been allowed the opportunity 
given him by the United States Supreine 
Court to show it. Twenty-one of the best 
years of his life have been lost. His health 
has been ruined, He was a robust man when 
he went into Vanceburg jail, He comes out 
of it a plipsical wreck, If he 
had been tried at the proper time 
and acquitted he could have made 
a living; now he is incapacitated for such 
duty. Whether he be guilty or not, the law’s 
delay in his ease has been an infamous out- 
rage, and as the State of Kentucky now must 
release him, presumably an innocent man, it 
should be made liable to him in swingeing dam- 
ages. The law’s delay is not peculiar to Ken- 
tucky. It is a universal failing. Not all cases 
are as aggravated as Blyen’s, but the injustice 
is proportionate. It is an injustice to any 
man and to society not to punish him prompt- 
ly if he be guilty. Itis an equal injustice to 
any man not to acquit him promptly if he be 
innocent. The carelessness or indifference 
which can produce such a case as Blyen’s 
should be made criminal and should be se- 
verely punished. 


ELECTRO-LOCOMOTPION. 

Two years ago at a street railway conven- 
tion in Washington a delegate listened for 
some time to talks of electrical appliances, 
and then rose to enter his protest against be- 
ing compelled to hear any more of it, He 
wanted to know something about horses, how 
to take care of them, etc., and not to be in- 
formed in regard to new-fangled things which 
he seemed to think impracticable if not ab- 
surd. This year at a similar convention in 
Buffalo the President said: I believe this is 
the last convention that will ever seriously 
consider horses for the operation of street 
railways.“ Things have changed in the last 
two years. It is said that fully 30 per cent of 
the street railways in this country are now 
definitely committed to electricity as the 
motive power of the future. 

The report that a short street-car line is 
soon to be operated in this city by means of 
the electric current gives additional interest to 
what was an experiment just a year ago be- 
tween Beverly and Danvers, in the northeast 
corner of Massachusetts, but is so no longer. 
It is an undoubted success, and that stretch of 
a trifle over three miles only lost fifteen trips 
in the first twelve months, most of which were 
due to heavy snow-storms last winter. The 
service is beautifully smooth and regular, and 
the entire costis but two totwo and a half 
cents per horse-power per mile, the latter in- 
cluding wear and tedt, with interest on the in- 
vestment in the plant iu addition to the simple 
furnishing of traction force. 

This desirable result is obtained by the aid 
of recent improvements in the construction 
of storage batteries. These are carried along 
with the car, and obviate the necessity of em- 
ploying the over head wire, which has been 
strongly objected to in other places. For 
each train two sets of batteries are used, one 
being in process of charging at the works 
while the other is parting with ite store of 
force to carry passengers. The cost of the 
double set is about $5,000, but the expense of 
maintaining them is esid to be only $250 
per year, or inside of $300 if repairs be in- 
cluded. From this is obtained a force of 15 
horse-power, which can easily draw full loads 
at the rate of eight miles per hour, includ- 
ing stoppages, the battery-car with its equip- 
ment weighing seven and three-fourths tons. 
The arrangements comprise one for taking up 
power from the brake when that is used, the 
saving from this feature alone being estimated 
as possibly rising as high as 14 percent. The 
cars are lighted as well as run by electricity. 

The success attained in the operation of this 
line, in point of economy as well as in the 
securing of continuous service, is so complete 
that there need be little doubt electric trac. 
tion will soon be the chief motive force em- 
ployed for stteet-car travel. Its adoption will 
be longest delayed on those lines that dre 
fitted with the cable appliance, which effects a 
great saving over horse-power. But even they 
may in time adopt the new motor, and it may 
be that some of the railroad trains which are 
now moved by steam will switch off to 
the dynamo in the near future. Then one of 
the greatest nuisances of the train within the 
city will have been abolished. It is well 
known that the steady feeding of fuel, which is 
absolutely necessary to smoke preven tion, is

THE STOCK-YARDS CONTEST. . 

A combination of packers, headed by Ar- 
mour, Swift, and Morris, if aot entirely com- 
posed of those three firms, has determined on 
the removal of their extensive to a 
point on or near the lake shore just across the 
Indiana State line. The Stickney tract asso- 


ciation of fourteen railroads is understood to 


include in its plans the opening up of a big 

stock-yards and packing-house system in a 
southwest direction from the business heart of 
the city. The Englishmen who have recently 
purchased the present Stock-Yards and some 
of the packing plants connected with it are 
naturally opposed to any project for killing 
off their enterprise shortly after its birth, 
and some of the railroads are heartily 
in sympathy with them on this point. 
It is announced that if the first 
named removal be effected the vacated plants 
and sites will be taken possession of by En- 
glish companies, and it may be inferred a 
similar course would be pursued in the event 


of change of base to the Stickney tract. Hence 


there is a possibility that ere long three sepa- 
rate systems of stock-yards and packing 
plants will be in full operation in and near 
this city, presenting a return to the conditions 
of the olden times, though on a much larger 
scale. A few people yet alive can remember 
how late in the 403 the only live stock market 
was near the present intersection of Madison 
street and Ashland avenue, and that a few 
years later it gave way to three others, two of 
which were on the lake shore, near the subse- 
quent site of Camp Douglas. Soon after the 
close of the war all three were closed and the 
entire business transferred to the quarters now 
occupied. 

It may seem ‘unfortunate that the business 
should be again split up into three distinct 
sections, but some such division will be abso- 
lutely necessary a few years hence if it is not 


effected now. The present site could not be. 


materially extended without protest from sur- 
rounding property-owners, and the concentra- 
tion of activity now in that region causes a 
great amount of delay in transfer, with much 
annoying interruption to travel by the general 
public, while the water supply is taxed to its 
utmost. A little diminution of business there 
now, due to the swarming process, would soon 
be compensated by fresh accretions, and fully 
as much work be done there as desired 
by the surrounding community. Then 
the opening up of one if not two new 
packing centers will give opportunity for the 
expansion which could hardly be prevented by 
anything else than a restriction of facilities 
for a doubling or trebling of the trade within 
the next few years. Since the opening of the 
Union Yards in 1865 the business in hogs has 
increased nearly seven times, and that in cat- 
tle nine times. For both the average of-a 
quarter of a century ago was only one-eighth 
of the present volume, There is no reason to 
apprehend any cessation in the rate of in- 
crease, as the business has grown rapidly in 
the last few years, notwithstanding the fact 
that packing plants have been opened at sev- 
eral other places in the West for which it was 
desired to secure a portion of the trade. 

Hence no fears need be entertained or ex- 


pressed in regard to a damaging of+the com- 


mercial and manufacturing interests of Chica- 
go by the proposed removals and extensions. 
We shall only have to look at the matter in a 
more comprehensive sense than hitherto, as 
we have recently broadened out the area com- 
prised within the municipal limits. The plant 
in Indiana, though on the other side of the 
State border, will be to all practical intents 
and purposes a partof this city. Its head- 
quarters will be here. The buying and selling 
will be ordered from this point, and the capital 
used in the business turned over by the banks 
of Chicago. The step reported, though it may 
surprise some of those who wish well to the 
city, will really be but one in the many that 
have been and are yet to be taken in achieving 
and extending its commercial greatness. 


DISTURBING THE ROOT DOCTRINES. 

Several of the root doctrines in theology 
are being disturbed ruthlessly by the re- 
searches of the scientists. The summing up 
of scientific investigation in the matter of 
human antiquity and of the gradual evolution 
of man from the rudest of beginnings up to 
his present stage of perfection, showing con- 
tinuous upward growth, as made by ex-Presi- 
dent White in the Popular Science Monthly, 
has dealt some hard blows at the theological 
doctrine of the fall of man. It is due to the 
theologians to say that they have not yet re- 
sponded, though to the layman it looks as if 
they had been driven from some of their old 
positions and will now be compelled to make a 
new line of defense. Thus far they have con- 
tented themselves with ousting the scientists 
from positions where their teachings might be 
likely to infect students, but this, of course, 
is not a reply to the charges of science, These 
will have to be met, and when the contest 
comes it will be an interésting one to watch. 

It is a significant feature of the memorable 
conflict between science and theology that 
when’one of the root doctrines is assailed a 
panic begins among those closely allied to it, 
The fall of man was occasioned by sin, and by 
sin came death, That is the theological state- 
ment which geology claims to have under- 
mined. It has advanced the lines of its assault. 
It not only denies that sin could have ooca- 
sioned the fall of man, because from its stand- 
point there has been no fall, but now it comes 
forward and denies that by sin came death, 
because death was the most common condition 
in the universe long before sin existed ahd 
countless ages before men were evolved. 
Leckey, the eminent historian, in the closing 
volume of his great work recognizes this as

He has brought 
them within sight of victory. He has taken 
them to the heights of Nebo. They wish him 
to lead them into the promised land. Their 
loyalty to him is entirely creditable to their 
hearts. Then, too, they fear the in- 
fluence of faction. The ambitions, the 
eccentricities, and the political pecul- 
iarities of Michael Davitt alarm 
them. There is not muck reason to fear either 
faction or Davitt. John Dillon could lead the 
Irish parliamentary party at this stage as suc- 
cessfully as Mr. Parnell can possibly do it. 
Dillon has the confidence of the Liberal lead- 
ers, of Mr. Gladstone, of Lord Rosebery, and 
in a special degree of John Morley, who was 
his faithful friend before the home-rule issue 
became one of English politics.

igsioners of Connecticut, had an exhibit in 

r O at the Palmer House yesterday 
which was of interest to people out West who 
don’t know from actual observation but what 
oysters grow on a kind of submarine bush 
and are picked when they areripe. Mr. Treat 
a conch shell covered with oyster 

wn as thick as grains of corn on a cob. 

There isn’t room for the thousand or more 
to grow on this shell,” he said, “and as fast 
es the stronger ones grow they shove 
off the little ones, who grow on 
their own hook. They can get along 
just as well on the sand after they get 
so far along. An acre of oyster land will 

uce 1,000 bushels of oysters, which are 
worth approximately 81 a bushel. So you see 
it’s a tolerably paying crop. 

„Now, just as the farmer has to kill off po- 

bugs or they will kill the potatoes, so the 
enemies of the oyster have to be killed. Now, 
here’s the star fisn,”” and Mr. Treat took down 
some cards on which had been strung in pleas- 
ing conventional forms star fish, usually five- 
but with some eccentric examples 

run from one to nine points. 

“These are the oyster’s aoe enemies, and 
here is how they kill him. e caught this 
starfish in the act. he five points had 
closed ground the oyster like a human hand. 
They shut the oyster tight till he can’t stand 
it aay longer, and just as soon as he opens a 
little of his shel) to get a bit of air, or water 

in speaks a finger of the starfish, pulls 
the oyster out of his house, and devours hin. 

“Here is the periwinkle, another enemy. It 
has a prettily shaped shell and has a tremen- 
dous power of suction. It draws the oyster 
up to it with such force that it cracks off a bit 
of the oyster shell. Then it sucks the meat of 
the oyster through. I haven't got a specimen 
of the borer here. He gets through a shell in 
about twelve hours. 

“Now the way we kill these off is this: We 
rake over the beds and all these other animals 
stick to the rake. ‘The oyster doesn’t. We take 
the enemies out and kill them. They are 
good for fertilizing, and that’s all.

farmers. It is the best system of protection 
ever devised. It doesn’t give one man the ad- 
vantage over another, and the man with land 
on the can’t claim riparian rights 
farther than low water mark. xt to that 
there are natural beds.

A WHITE MAN A CURIOSITY. 


Intrepid Explorer Binger the First One to 
Enter the City of Kong. 

Kong, a Mohammedan city, far up the Akba 
River, which flows into the Gulf of Guinea, had 
never been seen by a white man before Capt. 
Binger, the intrepid French explorer, entered 
it in February, 1888. On the coast there have 
been for years vague stories of Kong and its 
people, Mohammedan negroes, and Capt. 
Binger found that these accounts had more 
basis than most of the reports of cities in in- 
terior Africa. In his narrative he says: 

Several hours before we reached Kong there 
were evidences that we were approaching a 
great center. Everywhere all the timber had 
been cut down, and the soil, impoverished by 
1 was barren. I saw not even 
a hill anywhere. The Kong mountain chain, 
which ap on all the maps, exists only in 
the imagination of some incorrectly informed 
travelers. Soon I saw rising among the bom- 
bax and palm trees far ahead the minarets on 
the mosques and the flat roofs of Kong. As I 
entered the city, modestly mounted on a steer, 
I saw large crowds of ple, who appeared 
neither friendly nor hostile, but only eager to 
see a European. The roofs, the trees, the 
streets, the cross-roads were full of people, and 
I would not have been able to force my way 
through if the slaves of the Chief of Kong had 
not cleared — for me. They were armed 
with whips vigorously lashed ail who 
lagged in their path. In chairs under two 
great trees in the markct-place were seated, 
on the right King Karam Oulo and his 
friends, and on left Diarawary, Chief of 
Kong, and his officials. 

There was perfect silence in the two groups 
which I estimated to number about a thousan 
persons. It was an.assemblage of the patri- 
archs, for nearly all were white-bearded, elder- 
ly men. They were fully and neatly dressed 
in Arab costume, though they are full- 
blooded negroes.

Chicago an Objective Point for Manufact 
urers—Some Interesting in 
Regard to Subdivisions — 4 
Adaptation of the Boston Trust Fund 
Idea—A String of Business Leases—Par. 
chase of a North Side Acre Tract, 

The marvel is that the real-estate market is 
80 little affected by the financial situation 
Agents call it dull, but in the same breath 
they, have important sales and more important 
negotiations to announce. The transfers are 
still up close to the highest figures for the 
year, and that means that there have been few 
weeks in the history of the real-estate mar. 
ket when transfers have reached a greater 
aggregate than they did last week. With total 
transfers amounting to some $5,500,000 there 
is little sense in grumbling over a dull market, 
For that matter there is not much grumbling, 


It the market were in fact to grow quiet for 


twe or three moriths it would meet with tne 
hearty approval of a large proportion of the 
people interested in it. What little quietness 
there is has not brought the least semblance 
of a softening in owners’ ideas of values. 

The most marked effect of the financial 
flurry is in the real-estate loan market. The 
men with loans to renew at about this time 
have fallen on hard lines. One hears some 
talk of 5 per cent loans, but borrowers should 
place little reliance in such stories. There ig 
altogether too great demand for8 per cent 
money to allow reports of 5 per cent loans to 
bear much plausibility. There has been a 
good deal of unsuccessful skurrying about 
after loans in the last ten days. A case that 
illustrates the situation was that of a 
property-owner who came to a bank cashier 
and offered as a special favor to allow him to 
place a loan that was particularly well secured 
if he could get the money at 5½ per cent, 
The cashier’s answer was that he would pay 
the man a handsome commission if he would 
find where $500,000 could be had on call at 8 
per cent, secured by ample collateral. The 
Ar cent borrower concluded it was not a 
g time to negotiate his loan. 

For years about every one interested in the 
real-estate market has predicted that a period 
of activity in North Side property was close 
at hand, but in spite of the — prediction 
the activity never came. As 1 — with 
the South Side the market on the North Side 
is still dull, but when one comes to count up 
North Side transactions this year are 
found to reach a most respectable aggregate, 
There has been $3,000,000 worth of acres sold 
in Lake View since Jan. 1. There has been 
$3,000,000 more sold in the territory along the 
lake shore north of Lake View in the same 
time. The e r of the buying is in sharp 
contrast to many of the transactions on the 
South Side. The property in practically 
case has gone into stro

ing more than an option. The North Side 
real-estate market is on a basis the solidity of 
which could hardly be improved.

WHY THEY LIKE CHICAGO, 


Many Manufacturers Seeking Locations fm ° 


the Garden City. 

Why are manufacturers from all parts of 
the country seeking locations in and around 
Chicago? The question is especially interest- 
ing because of the many manufacturers who 
have located in this city during the year and 
the number now seeking sites here. Every 
week brings reports of factories located or 
about to locate in Chicago, and it is estimated 
that as great an amount of manufacturing 
capital is seeking admission to Chicago as is 
now represented in the industries established 
at this point. 

The Calumet basin has been an objective 
point of manufacturers, especially those inter- 
ested in iron industries. On the Grand Calumet, 
between East Chicago and South Chicago, at 
least a dozen important manufacturing inter- 
ests have been located during the year. Iwo 
iron firms from Youngstown, O., alone will 
establish industries which will employ 1,000 
men each. Further west in the Calumet basin 
the manufacturing town of Harvey has been 
established with the works of the Harvey Car 
company, the Buda Foundry company, two 
heavy companies from Grinnell, Ia., and a 
number of smaller enterprises. 

Just west of Harvey the Atkinson Car Spring 
company is building an extensive plant. It is 
putting in a twelve-ton open hearth furnace 
and a twelve-inch train of rolls, The Grant 
Locomotive company is simply awaiting the 
decision of the Northern Pacific railroad m 
regard to a right of way across their land be 
fore beginning work on a $1,000,000 plant, 
which will employ between 1,000 and 2,000 
men. The same condition of affairs seems to 
exist on all sides of the city. There is a de- 
cided revival of interest in the neighborhood 
of Cragin and points on the Northwestern 
railroad. Three large manufacturing con- 
cerns have been located in the vicinity of 
Cragin and Pacific Junction within the last 
few months. Beside these large interests that 
have moved to Chicago there is a great under- 
current of smaller factories and shops which 
do not attract general attention. 

re are innumerable reasons that might 
be cited as having an influence on manufact- 
urers and investors who are looking for factory 
sites. The questions of labor, fuel, a market, 
and railroad facilities seem to be satisfactori 
answered by Chicago. Probably the : 
vantages of Chicago as a distributing point 
are the important influences in iding man- 
ufacturers in favor of this city. 

Attracted by the World’s Fair, 

The location of the. World’s Fair of course 
has its influence in accentuating the advan- 
tages of Chicago. Investors who have de- 
cided to remove to this city will make special 
efforts to locate in time to reap some benefit 
from the millions of dollars which will be dis- 
tributed among the industrial classes.

SPECULATION IN INDIANA ACRES, 


Investors Buy Without Any Regard to the 
Nature of Their Purchases, 

The purchasers of and dealers in Lake Coun- 
ty acres are slowly beginning to realize that 
all that glitters is not gold. Outside of the 
feeling, which is steadily growing, that these 
acres are being boomed beyond any reason- 
able prospective values, the titles of owners are 
causing no little difficulty. Series after series 
of sales running from $40 to $50 up to $300 and 
$350 an acre have fallen down on account of 
some serious flaw in the owner’s title or in the 
broker’s authority to sell. Defects of title 
which were readily passed over by attorneys 
in acres valued at $30 assume an entirely dif- 
ferent aspect when the same acres are selling 
at 8400. One broker estimates that fully one- 
half of the deals reported from the vicinity of 
the Stock-Yards purchase will never be carried 
out. Investors are beginning to ask when the 
improvements by the packers are to begin, 
and to inquire as to the effect of the packers 
operations on outside acres. A. H. Veeder, in 
speaking of the movement in outlying lands 
stated that enough land had been purchased 
by the packers to monopolize all the practical 
benefit of their operations for ten years at 
least. The fact that these purchases of acres 
are across the State line is detrimental in some 
degree to their investment value. Other 
things being equal, land in Illinois is more 
valuable than corresponding land in Indiana. 
The laws of Indiana in regard to foreclosure 
of mortgages on title are decidedly unfavor- 
able to the investor and capitalist. In many 
cases mortgage and loan companies abso- 
lutely refuse to loan money on Indiana realty. 


ANOTHER LAKE VIEW PURCHASE, 


The Skinner Tract No Longer to Be a Clog 
to North Side Enterprise, 

Another big North Side tract has changed 
owners. For a consideration of $192,500 the 
Skinner property has been transferred to John 
Oliver. The sale was made for the Skinner 
estate by Snow & Dickinson. This tract con- 
tains forty acres and is bounded by Roscoe 
street, Addison, Racine, and Southport ave- 
nues. This property has been the nearest to 
the heart of the city of any of equal size and 
has been a retarding influence on surrounding 
property. Like the Wentworth property at 
Thirty-third street and the eighty-acre tract 
at the southwest corner of Halsted and Sixty- 
third streets it has been decidedly unpro- 
gressive. They are all used as gardens, and 
the location of an immense cabbage patch 
among subdivisions, intercepting cross streets, 
is not beneficial to the surrounding land. e 
abstract of the Skinner property will show 
but one transfer since the original patent. It 
was purchased by Peter Pruyne from the 
Government at $2.50 an acre and by him sold 
to the late Judge Skinner in 1845. 

This is at least the fifth acre tract sold with- 
in ninety days within a section one square 
mile in area. The purchasers of these tracts 
propose to subdivide their holdings and grad- 
ually place them on the market. The charac- 
ter of the purchasers of Lake View acres show 
that conservative buyers have great faith in 
this section of the city. It is said acre tracts 
amounting to $3,000,000 in value have been 
sold in Lake View during the last year. 


HAMMOND’S.NEW MANUFACTORIES, 


A Varied Line of Interests to Be Put Up on 
the Grand Calumet River. 

Hammond, according to the latest reports, 
is to have large additions to its manufactur- 
ing interests. Among the latest enterprises 
which have secured sites or are negotiating 
for the same are an immense brewery, a pack- 
ing establishment, two iron manufacturing 
establishments, and an oatmeal mill. 

These new institutions will represent capital 
to the extent of $3,000,000, and if all are suc- 
cessfully located will give ample excuse for a 
Hammond boom. For some time a brewing 
company has been negotiating for a site across 
the Indiana line. The Chicago and Atlantic 
tract south of Hammond was first considered. 
After this site was rejected the company 
decided to purchase a tract on the river front. 
The identity of this company becomes known 
in the extensive purchase made in Secs, 1, 2 
and 8, nearly two miles east of the limits of 
Hammond. This land, amounting in all to 
about 2,000 acres, was purchased by Fortune 
Bros’. Brewing company at an average price 
of $820 per acre. The Joseph E. Young tract 
pear Gibson is part of the purchase. The land 
has a north frontage on the Grand Calumet 
River. | 

According to M. M. Towle a syndicate of 
local and rn packers representing a cap- 
ital of $1,500,000 is about to locate 1 
plant across the river from G. H. Ham- 
mond packing-houses. This company has se- 
cured the tract of twenty-five acres just north 
of the Calumet River and east of the State 
line for $62,500. The P. E. Lane Bridge 
Works will also be one of Hammond’s new in- 
dustrial establishments. The company now 
operating these works, now located on the 
South Side, has just purchased twenty-two 
acres just east of the Fort Wayne depot in 
Hammond for $33,000, The present works 
will be removed to the new site and greatly 
enlarged. | 

The r and Manufacturing 
company of Elyria, O., and the American 
Hominy Flake company of Yellow Springs, 
O., have each secured small manufacturing 
sites in the Oakhill Subdivision of Hammond. 
It is estimated that the former company will 
expend $30,000 in plant and machinery, while 
the latter will expend a like amount in fitting 
up an elevator and mill. The diversity of in- 
terests and the fact that the new estaplish- 
ments are to be located in different parts of 
the Hammond district will be a great benefit 
to locality. But as one Hammond real- 
estate man remarks, ‘“‘Hammond’s prospects

AN UNCROWNED INDIAN KING, 


His Dominion a Greater Region than Any 
European Kingdom, 


Fort Colville (Wash.) Letter in the New 
York Sun: There lives here in a rude cabin, 
fast by the great river of the West, and sur- 
rounded by pine fringed hills, a gray-haired 
man, who alternately plying the business of 
miner, farmer, and caravaneer, is nevertheless 
a King—a King uncrowned, it is true, but none 
the less a King. His life is a wonderful story. 
He is Raymond Macdonald, born at Astoria, 

then Fort George, in 1824. His father 
was Archibald Macdonald of the Ameri- 
can and Hudson Bay companies, and 
his grandfather was the powerful native King, 
Kumkumly, and whose empire extended from 
the mouth of the Columbia to the territory of 
the Blackfeet, beyond the Bitter Root Mount- 
ains, in what is now Montana. Macdonald is 
the only lineal descendant and heir to this 
King. He came to Fort Colville in 1826 as an 
infant, his mother, who was a Princess, hav- 
ing just died. His father was at that time 
commander of the post, as he was one of the 
founders of the town. In this rude outpost at 
so early a 10 the young King passed the first 
few years of his life. When 7 years of age his 
father concluded to begin his education, and 
in the dead of winter he was started afoot on 
snowshoes for Winnipeg, where he was to en- 
ter St. John’s College. The distance was 1,500 
miles, and the route led over someof the wild 

est parts of the Rocky Mountains, 

On the other side he was met by horses, 
which had been ordered around by his grand- 
father, King Kumkumly. Thence he and his 
escorts proceeded down the Saskatchewan 
River. En route they saw vast quantities of 
wild game, including buffalo, bear, and cari- 
bou, and scarcely a night passed that they did 
not hear the howling of the wolves. After re- 
ceiving as thorough an education as he could 
get at Winnipeg the youth returned to his 
boyhood home on the Upper Columbia. He 
had by this time grown ambitious and desir- 
ous of seeing the world and perfecting his 
knowledge, so he set out upon travels which 
lasted many years. In one way or another, 
sometimes by traveling on foot and again on 
horseback and by cars, he visited almost every 
State and large city in the Union. 

Later he took passage ona whaling ship 
bound for the North Pacific, expressly stipu- 
lating that he was to be set down in his own 
pinnace, which he had aboard, when off the 
coast of Japan. This wasin 1848, at a time 
when Japanese ports were virtually closed to 
Americans and Europeans. He represented 
himself as a castaway, having, as he told the 
Japanese authorities, been shipwrecked. He 
had only his small box, with his Bible, Euclid, 
and histories, with him. He was closely ques- 
tioned, and was convinced his adventure must 
cost him his head. He was taken from Yesso 
in the north, to Nagasaki, in the south, a 
remained in Japan in all eleven months, teach- 
ing the children of the nobility. | 

After that he was a ship Captain, sailing in 
his own ship. He carried merchandise to 
Australia and Hong — While abroad in 
Japan he did all he could to open reciprocal 
relations between the sealed empire and other 
countries, —— America, the dignity of 
which he always took pains to uphold. In all 
his travels he never forgot his home on the 
Columbia, and in 1859 he returned and settled 
down, only being absent when he was em- 
ployed as teller in a bank at St. Thomas, Can-

Mr. Macdonald, while not rich, is neverthe- 
less happy, and is contented to spend his de- 
clining years at Fort Colville. As the grandson 
and only heir of King Kumkumly itis his right 
to rule over a greater and naturally richer 
area than that on which any king of Euro 
holds sway. All the chiefs of the various In- 
dian tribes recognize him as their King and 
render him homage as such. They tell him 
that it is his land and that his place is usurped, 
but that they will recognize no other ruler. 
The King modestly tells them, however, that, 
while he has a better right to reign than any 
of the crowned heads * maces, Pe oon 
must give way to republicanism, King Kum-

But most absurd of all is the travesty with 
which the performance ends.

They deliberately burlesque the whole com-

Felicia Mallet, both with the 
conventional whitened faces and black skull- 
cap of the traditional Pierrot, and yet they 
drew tears from the eyes of the more susce 
tible of the spectators.

NEW BOOKS OF ALL SORTS. 


AUTHOR OF “THE ANGLOMANIACS” 
HAS WRITTEN A SOUTHERN STORY. 


Lawrence Hutton’s “Curiosities of the 
American Stage — Mrs. Humphry 
Ward's New Novel with a Purpose 
The Courtesy of Book- Publishers in 
America a Broken Reed to Lean On— 
News and Gossip of the World of 
Letters. 


New York, Nov. 20.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. |—The present week has not witnessed 
the birth of as many iinportant books as 
the last, though there are more, I think, 
in the new lot than I shall want to own. 
Among the new books is Mrs. Burton Harri- 
son’s first serious attempt in.the way of fic- 
tion. “The Anglomaniacs,” clever and 
popular as it is, does not represent as 
much to the author as Flower de Hundred, 
the Story of a Virginia Plantation.” Into 
this latter Mrs. Harrison has put her heart 
and soul, and she has made what those who 
have read the advance sheets believe to be the 
best story of the late war from the Southern 
side that has yet been written. Mrs. Harrison 
comes of an old Southern family—the Carys 
on one side, the Fairfaxes on the other—and 
she Jived in the very thick of the fight. Of 
course all of her sympathies during that terri- 
ble struggle were with her own people. Her 
husband was the private secretary of Jeffer- 
son Davis, and all of her friends and tamily 
were activel) engaged in the war against the 
Union. But those days are past. Mr. Harri- 
son is now a successful New York lawyer, 
and his wife, while she has not 
lost her Southern speech nor her 
strong affection for “Ole Virginny,“ is 
thoroughly identified with this city and its 
social life. Notwithstanding the fact that her 
time is greatly occupied with the multifarious 
duties connected with that life she not only 
does a great deal of literary work but work of 
ahigh quality. She has anatural gift for 
writing, and with this in her case goes the 
capacity for taking infinite pains. She does 
not “dash off copy while the printer’s devil 
waits in the hall, but she takes time and does 
nothing hurriedly, consequently her copy 
requires no blue-penciling. She has written 
plays which have been acted by amateurs and 
professionals, and she has written books 
that have met with more than the usual 
amount of favor, but it remained for 
“The Auglomaniacs to bring her the 
greatest success. It is a delightful book and 
eas true as preaching.“ I wish we had as 
true a picture of the New York of oi | years 
ago as this story gives us of the New York of 

ay. 

People often ask each other why Mrs. Har- 
rison published **The Anglomaniacs” anony- 
mously. lasked her pointblank the other 
day, and she was good enough to give me her 
reasons, which were simple enough and satis- 
factory enough. She said that the idea that 
anopymity would pique curiosity had not en- 
tered her head. This story was the first thing 
she had ever written in which New 
York society was satirized, and as the 
book was an experiment she wanted to see 
how it was received. If she had put her name

letters from all over the country and from 
Europe, inquiring about and ordering that 
particular organ. It is hard to compute or 
ascertain the direct results of advertising. The 
only question is what is the most judicious 
method, and it is a hard conundrum to tell how 
much to do and what not todo. Merchants must 
advertise now todo business, and the daily pa- 
pers are the best medium. 

The advertiser of Giles Bros., jewelers—To ad- 
vertise properly and effectively one must devote 
most of his time to it and notdo it between 
jumps. I don’t believein program and circular 
advertising and newspaper advertisements 
are only beneficial to us during the 
season from September to January. Good trade

Effect—Too Much Brownstene Serfdom 
Down East—A Chatty Description of the 


More Striking Residences Here and in | 


the Big Suburb, ‘ 

Nothing in Chicago impresses the new- 
comer so thoroughly as does the number of 
attractive houses in endless ranks. Any house, 
singly, can be matched as to beauty in New 
York; it is because she has so many of them 
—because there is so much more variety and 
picturesque effect in her housebuilding—that 
Chicago may feel she surpasses her one rival. 
All corners of the world are represented in 
her streets, where one finds the pale-tinted 
pilasters of Italy and the melon-topped pago- 
das of India. 

Mr. William Prettyman’s cottage at 
water, for instance, is like an old English 
house in Lincolnshire. Its cross-timbered 
walis are of yellow plaster, worked into a pat- 
tern where Tudor roses largely figure. And 
in Mr. J. L. Silsbee’s pretty home, on the op- 
posite corner, the fashions of two countries 
are copied in the shingled walls and band of 
bold decoration in color. 

Further south than Edgewater, in one of 
the pleasantest residence quarters in the town, 
No. 120 Lake Shore drive, Mr. G. A. Armour’s 
many-storied house of brown and yellow 
brick is like a bit of North Holland. An- 
other house of colored brick, Dr. Hale’s, No. 
2000 Prairie avenue, reminds one of the Knick- 
erbocker dwellings in old New York—it looks 
as distinguished and as comfortable as they 
were. Still further along the shore of the lake 
there is at Hyde Park a new, although weath- 
er-beaten, cottage which, to judge by its ap- 
pearance, might have been brought just as it 
stands from the eastern end of Long Island, 
which is famous for windmills and for such 
greenish-gray farmhouses as this. ! 

It is in the matter of color that Chicago 
buildings differ most widely from those of 
New York. Chicagoans like and insist upon 
having colored stones, brick, and plaster. New- 
Yorkers would like such things, but dare not 
use them. They usually content themselves 
with the stereotyped brownstone, carving its 
face a trifle, occasionally, but lavishing most 
of their care on interiors. The rich finish and 
beauty of such a house as Miss H. Flint's, No. 
109 East Thirty-ninth _ street, New 
York, can only be really 8 
when one goes close enoug to it 
to see the mosaics and finely worked metals 


‘of the entrance, giving promise of greater 


treasures indoors. Far up-town, in the north- 
ern part of Fifth avenue, on the Riverside 
drive, and near the Berkeley Oval, there are 
houses of bright-colored stone and of various 
ly-hued brick; they, however, are built in re- 
cent days of liberty.

It 
has many interesting details, the upper row 
of windows more especially.

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MOVING DAY IN MUNICH. 
THE HORRORS OF AN AMERICAN MAY 
1 MULTIPLIED BY TWO. 


Everybody Moves Twice a Year After a 
Fashion That Moves a Chicagoan to 
Laughter and Tears—What Germans 
Don’t Know About Keeping House and 
the Modern Conveniences—An Ancient 
Joke That Doesn't Go—Picture Nails as 
Large as Railroad Spikes.

UNICH, Oct. 3.—|Spe- 
cia) Correspondence. ] 
No sooner was I 
comfortably settled in 
this queer city—queer 
at least to a Chicago 
boy, born and bred— 
than I was amazed to 
hear my worthy land- 
lady talking about 
moving-aay. Then I 
discovered to my min- 
gled amusement and 
disgust that Munich 
multiplies by two the 
horrors of a Chicago May 1, and moves twice 
a year—Oct. 1 and April 1. Well, I’ve moved, 
and my emotions are as mingled as ever; I 
dont know whether to laugh or weep. 

I understand now why the German emigrant 
upon reaching an American city makes haste 
to get under his own roof-tree, no matter how 
humble. It must be a perfect paradise to him 
after the experiences of his native land; for 
here no man of moderate means has a house 
to himself and moving-day is just twice af 
sure as death and taxes. Every lease expires 
twice a year, and the whole city moves. 

In order to give even an idea of the horrors 
of this semi-annual tr y, it is necessary to 
make a brief outline of the daily horrors of 
the domestic arrangements of these good 
people of Munich. 

The dwellings of this big city are almost 
without exception built in solid blocks, not 
such blocks of houses as are seen in an Ameri- 
can city, either. These blocks are of brick and 
stone and look like the business blocks put up 
in Chicago just after the fire. They are sel- 
dom less than three stories high and never 
more than seven. In the center of each house, 
opening on the sidewalk, is a door wide 
enough to admit a team and wagon through 
the) hallway and into the — — 4° 
the middle of the hall is the stairway used by 
all the tenants. This winds to the top of the 
house and the dwelling-rooms open from it. 
imagine seven stories without an elevator! 
On the ground floor are stores above as 
many families as the building will hold. 
Often there are a dozen, and the number 
seems to depend upon the financial condition 
as much as upon the size of the house. 
families occupy from one to seven rooms each. 
The average seems to be four rooms, and it is 

enerally a numerous family, too. It's the 
flat system with none of the conveniences and 

ighty few of the elegancies. 

he characteristic — home, with its 
little lawn in front, its backyard and wood- 
shed, or barn, its basement, two stories and 
attic, its front and back parlor, its dining- 
room with china closet convenient, its kitchen 
with ra and hot-water tank, its laundry 
with stationary wash-tubs—all are unknown 
in Munich. One room—whichever happens 
to suit the tenant best—is used as a parlor and 
sitting-room. The kitchen remains fixed, and

the rest are bedrooms. If there's water in 
the kitchen, that’s enough, vrovided there's a 
beer garden close by there always is 
one. Closets for clothing and bath-rooms are 
visions of which none but crazy Americans 
are capable. Hanging-lamps and candles are 
good enough for anybody; an incandescent 
lamp tor house lightimg would be a veritable 
miracle. 


Nobody in a Hurry. 

Charley and I—Charley is my roommate 
and an Indianapolis boby—moved from one of 
these homes to another and are alive to tell 
the tale. Our landlady moved, just as every- 
body else did, and we moved with her, The 
worthy woman began to talk about it two 
weeks before Oct. 1, and explained the situa- 
tion to us after the following fashion: 

„We are going to move into rooms that are 
now occupied, and the family there now will 
move into rooms that first must be vacated, 
and so down. There’s no knowing how many 
families there are ahead of us. Somebody, 
ten or a dozen places ahead, may be going to 
move into rooms that will not be furnis in 
time, but there’ll be no trouble because we 
can all stay where we are until Oct. 9.

The costume of the Lapps has not altered 
very much for the last thousand years. Their 
summer garment is usually of coarse woolen 
goods, and has something the cut of a shirt 
with a high colar. Among the sea Lapps it is 
for the most part undyed; among the other 
Lapps usually blue, sometimes green or. 
brown, and even black smock-frocks have 
been seen. 

Around the wristbands, along the seam in 
the back, and on the edges this smock is orna- 
mented with strips of red and yellow cloth. 
Under this garment is a similar one, either 
plainer or older, worn next the body, for the 
Lapp never wears linen underclothing. 

The trousers, or drawers, are of white 
woolen goods, rather narrow and reaching to 
the ankles, where they are tied inside. the 
shoes with long, slender shoestrings. Over 
these drawers are usually worn leggings of 
thin, tanned skins, reaching from the ankles 
to the knees. 

Stocki the Lapp never wears. He fills 
the upward curving tip of his shoes with a 
sort of grass, which is gathered in summer 
and beaten to make it soft and pliable. The 
winter costume only differs from that worn in 
summer in that every piece is made of rein- 
deer skin with the hair on.

SITE ON HOLLAND'S SHORE 


A MONUMENT TO MARK THE SPOT 
WHENCE THE PILGRIMS SAILED. 


The Government of the Netheriands Fully 
in Sympathy with the Praject—A Good 
Many Reasons Why the Shaft Should 
Be Raised—Holland’s Many Evidences 
of Friendship for This Country—How 
the Movement Originated. 

Rorrerpam, Netherlands, Nov. 1, 1890,— 
[Boston Herald. The project is afoot to 
erect at Delfshaven, in the Netherlands, an 
American memorial to the Pilgrim Fathers. 
To Samuel R. Thayer, present Minister of the 
United States at The Hague, belongs the honor 
of having first suggested that a memorial be 
reared to mark the spot in the Old World 
whence the Pilgrims sailed, corresponding 
with the memorial now standing upon the 
spot in the New World where those heroic 
men and women landed. 

His suggestion was embodied mn a dispatch 
to the State Department written Aug. 26, 1889.

NEWS FOR LOVERS OF MUSIC, 


Speculation About Beethoven's Immortal 
Beloved ”"—Notes and Gossip. 

The mystery surrounding Beethoven's Im- 
mortal Beloved has had a new light thrown 
upon it by a little work recently published at 
Bonn, It has attracted much attention in Ger- 
many, and an article was contributed by Theo- 
dor Helm to the Deutsche Zeitung, which was 
reprinted in the Musicalisches Wochenblatt 
and summarized in various papers. The main 
facts in the case appear to be as fol- 
lows: It is a well-known fact that 
three letters were found after Beetho- 
ven’s death in a secret drawer of his 
desk. They were in his own handwriting and 
bore the date of day and month, but not of 
year. The third letter opened with the words 
“Good morning! While I was still in my 
bed my thoughts flew to thee, my immortal 
beloved.“ The earlier biographers of Bee- 
thoven supposed that the letters were to the 
Countess Giulietta Guicciardi, to whom the 
composer dedicated the well-known sonata in 
C sharp mmor, commonly called the Moon- 
light.“ Beethoven greatly admired that lady, 
if be did not cherish a still warmer feeling. 
It has generally been assumed that Beethoven 
loved the Countess and might have married 
her but for the difference in their respective 
stations. 

Mr. A. W. Thayer, the well-known Beethoven 
biographer, did not accept the view that the 
létters were to be addressed to the Countess 
Guicciardi for several reosons, In the secret 
drawer with the letters a miniature of the 
Countess Teresa von Brunswick was found 
with a paper in the handwriting of the latter 
bearing the words: To the rare Genius, the 

reat Artist, the excellent Man, from T. B.“ 

on Spaun, an intimate friend of the com- 
poser, found him one day, not long before his 
death, waiking up and down the room, talking 
to himself, and gazing at this picture wh:ch he 
held in his hand, his eyes filled with tears. 

Careful and exhaustive researches led Mr. 
Thayer to the conclusion that the letters were 
written to the Countess Teresa in 1806 from 
some Hungarian watering-place. This view of 
the matter finds corroboration in the 
volume above alluded to. It is written 
by a lady who does not give 
her name, simply signing herself M. T., and 
who claims to have been adopted early in life 
as a protégée by the Countess, and became an 
intimate friend and companion. A large por- 
tion of the book is devoted to eulogies of 
Countess Teresa’s noble character, but the 
writer states positively that the Countess was 
at one time betruthed to Beethoven with the 
sanction of her brother—on condition that the 
engagement should be kept secret and that no 
marriage should take place until the composer 
was in receipt of a fixed and adequate income. 
The latter condition was never realized, and 
after lasting four years the engagement was 
broken off. The authoress declares that this 
caused the greatest pain to both parties, and

A few days ago the cable announced the 
death of John Lewis Brown, the French painter 
with an English name, who, while not precisely 
identified with the impressionists, was distinctly 
in touch with the plein air movement. Four of 
Mr. s spirited outdoor studies of horses 
end horsemen, two executed in oils and two in 
watercolors, hung in the Chicago Exposition this 
year, and attracted much attention for their vigor 
of action and warmthof color. The following de- 
tails of his life are given on the authority of his 


brother: 

„John Lewis Brown was born at Bordeaux 
April 28, 1829. Although entered in the Catalogue 
of 1863 as the pupil of Camille Roqueplan and 
Belloc in reality Brown had no instructors save 
the old masters of the French National Gallery. 
Early in life he showed remarkable artistic tal- 
ent, and some aquarelles dated in 1841 denote al- 
ready a curious study of coloring, a scrupulous 
respect for the details of military costume, and a 
great love for equestrian scenes. Later his pre- 
disposition for the study of animals, and particu- 
larly horses, found food in the Dupin Stud school, 
of which he followed the course fortwo yéars, 

and it is to the experience there acquired that he 


- owes the intensity of life and movement for which 


his compositions are remarkable. 

“ Reverses of fortune hastened the ripening of 
talent which seemed to have already found its di- 
rection. They didnot permit him to complete 
his studies under masters who, while they might 
have supplied what he lacked in practical expe- 
rience, would perhaps have destroyed that orig- 
inality which gives to his works such a personal 
character. Obliged to seek from art a livelihood 
he was sent by the Ministry in 1852 to Copenhagen 
to copy the ‘ Disciples at Emmaus,’ by Rem- 
brandt. This copy is now at Tours. 

“ Returned to France in 1854 Brown established 
himself at Bordeaux, where he lived until 1859. 
Several suecesses at provincial exhibitions made 
him decide to goto Paris and engage there in 

the great struggle. He arrived full of courage, 
yet with but fifteen louis in his pocket. For a 
time he suffered many privations, but gradually 
success néwarded his invincible energy. He ex- 
hivited in the Salon of 1859 and succeeding years, 
receiving medals in 1865 and 1867 and the Cross of 

* the Legion of Honor in 1870. In 1881 he was 
elected a member of the Society of French Water- 
Color Painters. Many of his pictures are in well- 
known collections and public galleries. His last 
Salon picture, A Jockey,’ was purchased by the 
French Government forthe Luxembourg.

Tm Tamer has already expressed its de- 
light in Mr. Maratta’s water-colors on exhibition 
since Monday at Thurber’s. It is a pleasure to 
watch the development of a talent so spontaneous 
and sincere in its sympathetic love of nature. 
From the first Mr. Maratta’s work in water- 
colors showed promise; now it shows something 
more. His slightest sketches were always spirit- 
ed, but of late his pictures have gained strength 
and repose without losing thoir old fire. They 
have gained also a wider range and deeper in- 
tensity of color, treating with subtle tenderness 
the soft deep grays and browns of a mauve-like 
twilight, the golden fields of summer, or the shin- 
. ing skies of dawn. Some of his studies of spring 
—blue-green trees by a rivet or pool—are particu- 
larly fresh and charming.

‘pictures is the little crowded scene on the Bat- 
. tery, New York, because it proves that Mr. Mar- 
atta is awakening tothe beauty of the streets. 
with their ever-flitting glimpses of multitudinous 
life and glowing color. Even in this slight sketch 
he has touched happily their sparkling pictur- 
esqueness, showing that he discerns what a mine 
of joyous beauty awaits him there. Having dis- 
covered this mine, it is impossible that he should 
turn his back upon. it.. This city, by crowded 
thoroughfare, and spacious lake, and smoke- 
veiled river, deserves an interpreter. 
At O’Brien’s may be seen several water-colors 
by Italian aquarellists.

At such a 
time how gladly would they do as the California 
rancher does—step to the boundary of his grain 
field, lift the head gate of the irrigating nom 
and allow the precious fluid to follow the line o 
his check-rows, and so overflow his entire field. 
With such facilities the sad results of an occa- 
sional drought are impossible, which fact largely 
explains the enormous difference which exists 
in the regular and abundant supply of all kinds 
crops, marketed by California, as 
contrasted with the ‘great scarcity which 
ar east ey New — 
of crops is as old as history, at 
the present time is r practiced in many 
arts of Europe, Asia, an lea. The people of 
England, in have expended more than $20U,- 
000 in constructing systems of irrigation to 
supply the wheat, coffee, and cotton fields of 
india, thus insuring full crops each year and pre- 
veusng © yespourence of those dreadful famines 
which formerly prevailedin that once uninviting 
country, and which were often so destructive to 
human life. The word irrigation, in our own 


country, is generally associated with the 2 8 


culture of the Far West, but the truth is 
some of the most satisfacto 
obtained from irrigating small fruits and certain 
other crops in New York State and in other sec- 
tions east of the 100th meridian. As a rule, 
however, the furtifer west one goes the more nec- 
288 becomes and the better it pays. 
In California—especially in the central and south- 
ern portions of the State, where alone can be 
raised the most profitable varieties ok fruit—irri- 
gation has come to be considered the chief factor 
in horticulture, returning large profits upon the 
cost to the irrigator, as well as upon the capital 
invested by the owners of the „ works. 
The physical features of California have much to 
do with the irrigation question, and afford 
a most interesting study. We need 
hardly refer to the immense area 
and extreme length of the State, which joining 
Mexico on the south extends northward along the 
Pacitic Ocean for a thousand miles. The State is 
thus comparatively long and narrow, but the 
great climatic difference, which would otherwise 
be caused > this wide range of latitude, is great- 
ly modified by the Japanese current, a broad 
tropical stream, which is ever flowing through 
the ocean, close to, and along the entire Califor- 
nia coast. On the eastern boundary of the State, 
and extending southward into Arizona, are the 
great saudy deserts, from which the ascending air 
r a@ vacuum, into which are drawn 
rom the balmy surface of the Pa- 
cific those ial breezes known as 
“trade winds,’ and which  continuonsly 
traverse the State from west to east, and give to 
it a climate of unequaled salubrity. But Cali- 
fornia has an infinite variety of climates owing to 
the diversified topography of its area; which is 
likewise the reason of the wonderful variety and 
—— value of the fruit products of the State. It 
also one of the chief reasons for irrigation... The 
mountains extend in parellel ranges mostly north 
and south, leaving a ap, westward sloping 
land along the coast. ween these mount- 
ain ranges are valleys, some stretching out 
into broad plains, others narrow and confined. 
In or beyond these same mountains are the 
sources of the rivers, which, flowing through the 
valleys, find their way in a westerly or southwest- 
erly direction to the Pacific Ocean. Snows on the 
higher mountains dnd rains on the hillsides and 
valleys fall almost entirely during the season 
from November to April. The remaini part of 
the year is the dry or rainless season. The rain- 
fall varies in the different locations, but elevation 
quite as much as latitude. 
we find the rainfall at San 
Diego, located at sea level, in the 
extreme southern county, only averages 
a fraction over 10 inches per year, while seventy 
miles inland from San Diego, on the mountain 
slopes, the annual rainfall averages more thau 
45 inches. 

in the southern partof the State the water 
supply falls in the winter, and for the most part 
on mountain surfaces, which, from their geological 
tormation and scarcity of timber, naturally store 
but little of the rainfall. For this reason the 
water runs rapidly into the quicksands of the 
river bottoms, and so is lost. In the central and 
northern parts of the State the rivers have greater 
volume and are more perennial. The Colorado is 
also of this character. See 

Proper facilities for summer irrigation are conse- 
quently of greatest importance to the fruit-grow- 
ers of California. The necessity for winter stor- 

e at elevated points is therefore apparent. 

is condition especially obtains in the central 
and southern counties. There the valleys, slopes, 
and table lands, though arid, have vast areas of 
rich soil; the valuable — of tho irrigated 
lands of Fresno, Kern, Angeles, San Bernar- 
dino, and San Diego prove that by irrigation all 
the arable land may be reclaimed and made to 
produce abundantly. And there is no lack of wa- 
ter,as the winter supply in the mountains is 
abundant. There are also well-located storage 
basins. 

Practically what must be done in all these coun- 
ties; especially in San Diego County, which, hav- 
ing been more recently opened to settlement, 
lacks the irrigation development of the older 
counties, is to store the fi waters of winter. 
From these stor: basins the water must be dis- 
tributed in aqueducts of various kinds upon the 
lower lands where it is needed.
